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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

Mayor Childs lo Ask for New Garbage Bids. 
Board Refuses lo Reconsider Salary Increases. 


, Monday evening’s session of the 
| Board of Aldermen, although largely 
of a routine nature, had several mat- 
ters of interest. Vice-president llar- 
riman was again in the chair in the 
absence of President Early. Alder- 
, man Forknnll was the only other ab- 
sentee. 

Hearings were held on several or- 
ders. the first for concrete sidewalks, 
northwest side of Farlow road, ward 
7, northeasterly of Huntington road. 

, under the betterment law, the only 
one appearing was F. E. Huntress, 
who opposed the order. This matter 
was referred to the committee on pub- 
i lie works, as were also orders for the 
laying out and acceptance of More- 
land avenue, ward 6, from end of ac- 
cepted portion northwesterly; for the 
establishment of a building line on 
• Moreland avenue, ward 6, from end of 
accepted portion northwesterly; for 
the establishment of a building line on 
Centre street, wards 1. 6 and 7. from 
Bellevue street to Grafton street, and 
from Hyde avenue to Commonwealth 
avenue, 40 feet from exterior lines of 
street; and taking land for main drain 
and sewer, in Eliot ave. ward 3, from 
Watertown street northwesterly. 

Messrs. L. D. Towle. A. Dudley 
Dowd and M. Madden spoke in favor 
of the proposed Centre street building 
tine, each arguing that such an ordi- 
nance would he of great value to the 
L community and the city at large. 
Henry C. Cushman, an attorney, rep- 
resenting three of the property own- 
ers in this section, namely Joan A. 
Furber, Estelle A. Baker and Annie 
G. Allen, opposed the measure, stat- 
ing that such an order if adopted 
would forever restrict the propert v i 
question. He argued that many of 
‘«ie residents in the section in ques- 
tion were not in favor of such an ordi- 
nance’ -and further that there were 
many who did not know what it would 
mean.. He believed the order should 
be written in full and a copy given to 
each of the abutters. He vigorously 
opposed the measure on behalf of his 
clients stating that such an ordinance 
. would greatly damage their propert”. 

Communications were received 
from Mayor Childs transmitting com- 
munication from the Chief of Police 
and recommending appropriation of 
$5 for X-Rav examination of an officer 
injured while on duty; transmitting 
communication from the Street Com- 
missioner and recommending appro- 
priation of $150 for the purchase of 
one nOft-gallon gasoline tank and 
pump to be installed at the sunply 
yard. 257 Ncwtonville avenue, New- 
tonville. Thev were both referred to 
the finance committee. 

In another communication His 
Honor submitted a communication 
f from Mr. Henrv B. Dav of West New- 
ton who offered to give to the city a 
lot of land at the corner of Highland 
and Margin streets. West Newton, 
near the Highland street railroad 
bridge, to deed the same to the city 
free of cost. The lot contains 5000 
square feet and the understanding 
being that this corner be widened and 
the rest of the lot kept an open grass 
plot. The matter was referred to the 
public works committee. 

In another communication F. Gas- 
barri of Newton Centre requested an 
abatement of the betterment assess- 
, ment £f $223.32. This was also re- 
ferred to the public works committee. 

A petition bearing 54 signatures of 
permanent firemen and linemen of the 
fire department asking for a salary 
increase of $100 was also received 
from the Mayor, and it was referred 
to the finance committee. 

The Mayor asked for a salary in- 


crease for a clerk in the accounting 
deportment from $782.50 to $030, this 
also wris referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 

In another communication Mayor 
Childs suggested that the Board re- 
consider the salary list as recom- 
mended by him in the annual budget. 
“The high cost of living," he said, “is 
seriously felt by all clerks and heads 
of departments, and the seriousness 
of the situation is beginning to be 
realized by heads of municipalities as 
well as leaders In business and in- 
dustry." The finance committee also 
hnd this communication referred to 
it, as were also requests from the 
patrolmen of the police department, 
and employes of the street depart- 
ment, asking salary increases. 

The Mayor recommended a change 
in the building code to provide that 
authorization for the erection of a 
garage holding one or two cars may 
he placed in the hands of the build- 
ings department. This will necessi- 
tate an amendment to the present or- 
dinance which requires all applica- 
tions for garage permits to be se- 
cured from the Board of Aldermen. 
The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on claims and rules, as was 
also a request from Mrs. C. G. Adams 
for $1.50 for repairs to her fence on 
Jefferson street. Newton, which was 
broken by a crew from the engineer- 
ing department. 

To the finance committee was re- 
ferred a request from the Mayor for 
an appropriation of $600 for furnish- 
ing the new fire department station 
at Lower Falls. 

Another communication was re- 
ceived from the city forester, W. W. 
Colton, calling attention to the con- 
ditions caused by the so-called "leaf 
roller." which is doing so much dam- 
age to gardens and shrubbery through 
out the city.

Newton Theological Inst Hut foil 

Rev. Dr. George E. Horr in the First 
Baptist Church, Newton Centre, 
preached the baccalaureate sermon, 
last Sunday morning, to the students 
of the Newton Theological Institution 
of which he is president, on the text, 
“The Just Shall Live by Faith.” 

"Faith is not optional, but is inev- 
itable," he said. “All that is optional 
is the object toward which faith is 
directed. Faith is the root of Char- 
acter. We all long for certainty and 
safety, hut if we could gain them we 
should find that we had no blessing. 
The elimination of risk is the elimina- 
tion of the possibility of virtue. When 
righteousness becomes certainly ad- 
vantageous the virtue of being right- 
eous vanishes. Faith is the condition 
of fellowship with God and God re- 
veals Himself to those who are loyal 
to Him. He feels toward such men as 
we feel toward the friend who be- 
lieves in us and stands by us when 
appearances are against us. 

“Appearances are often against 
God. We ask: ‘Why does God permit 
it?’ All over the world men are ask- 
ing that in view of the great war. It 
is hard to justify faith in God by the 
interpretations of history. The scale 
is too small. The highest wisdom is 
shown by him who say: "Though He 
slay* me, yet will I trust Him.” 

On Wednesday the Commencement 
activities at the Seminary were large- 
ly devoted to the alumni, many of 
whom were present for the graduation 
which occurred Thursday. In the 
morning there was a memorial serv- 
ice in the First Baptist Church at 
Newton Centre, with an address by 
Dr. William D. MacKenzle. president 
of the Hartford Theological Seminary. 
At noon the annual alumni dinner, at 
which several speakers were heard, 
was served in Bray Hall, Newton Cen- 
tre, while in the afternoon the an- 
nual business meeting of the alumni 
was held in Colby Hall, and later the 
faculty reception and tea took place. 
At night in the Baptist (Church Rev. 
Joel B. Slocum, D. D., pastor of the 
Warburton Avenue Church at Yon- 
kers, N. Y., gave the oration before 
the Society of the Alumni.

| Recenl Sermon Preached by Rev. Harry 
Lutz of Channing Church 

“With the truth in love grow up.” 

"Be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind, and put on the new life which 
is. after God, created in righteousness 
and holiness of truth.” — Eph. 4: 15, 
23, 24. 

Religion is an elemental instinct of 
the human heart, and at the heart of 
heart is love. Therefore the first and 
greatest commandment is "Thou shalt 
love.” Pure religion is love. Relig- 
ion at its best is when it is a conscious 
experience of love in truth and truth 
In love. Love and Truth — the first 
and greatest of these is love, and yet 
without truth is never at its best, if 
indeed it can he at nil. The two must 
together. As a conscious experience 
religion is both Love and Truth in one, 
and at its best is at the same time 
Pure Love and Clear Truth; when the 
obfect of love — God and Man — appear 
in the light of truth as one reality of 
being. 

Religion is realizing life by coming 
into harmonious and happy adjust- 
ment to the spiritual order of being. 
To find and keep a place in the diviner 
order on the greater heights that are 
possible, there must be the heart 
aglow with love and the mind clear 
with truth. The divine spirit and the 
human spirit are one Holy Spirit with 
Truth in Love. Religion, then, is this 
spirit by which we really live and 
have life more abundantly. It is at 
its best when it is most purely prac- 
ticed with good will and most clearly 
conceived with sincerity, as n con- 
scious experience and as a truthful 
perception. 

Religion is essentially an inner per- 
sonal experience. And as such, it can 
not be communicated to any other 
Yet, in order to general advancement 
of world life and the help of one an- 
other, there must be some way of its 
transmission from one to another and 
from generation to generation. In 
fact, religion is not transmissible, but 
the conception of it is communicable; 
and, when it is perceived by others, it 
awakens again in them. Even so it is 
perpetuated as an experience in a 
widening circle of lives and through a 
succession of generations. 

Religions and sects are various con- 
ceptions of religion. Through their 
teachings religion may be stirred to 
experience in yet other persons. As 
a matter of fact, most people do ap- 
proach the religious experience 
through one or another of the secta- 
rian interpretations. Indeed, as Dr. 
Dodson in "The Sympathy of Relig- 
ions” says, "Pure Religion is some- 
thing that we may eventually come to: 
neither as individuals nor as peoples 
do we begin with it. Practically all 
religious people arc* parts of a relig- 
ious community, have their place in a 
historical religious movement such as 
Judaism. Christianity or Islam, and 
are nourished on certain definite spir- 
itual traditions. To refuse to accept 
and profit by these concrete spiritual 
movements because they are not iden- 
tical with absolute religion is like re- 
fusing to eat apples, peaches, and 
pears because they are not simply 
fruit. He who wishes to enjoy fruit 
must partake of some particular kind. 
So the only religion that most people 
know is that which comes to them in 
the shape of some great historical 
movement. In the western world our 
concern is with Judaism and Chris- 
tianity.” 

That does not mean that we shall 
find religion at its best as either has 
conceived it. But we are to accept 
and profit by the best interpretation 
they offer, as the height from which to

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look for religion at Its best for all 
mankind. Even the host Interpreta- 
tion found in this historic-traditional 
heritage is not to be taken ns final — 
ns the whole content of the true relig- 
ion; for that is dogmatism which has 
all too much already limited theolog- 
ical views and closed the sectarian 
minds. But wo should keep the good- 
will spirit and the open mind toward 
the universal truth and the eternnl 
real that know no one traditional 
source or sectarian name; whereby wo 
may come "to perceive the unity of hu- 
manity’s spiritual life and recognize 
the religion in and behind all the re- 
ligions of the world.” in order to do 
that, we need first to distinguish be- 
tween the different sectarian inter- 
pretations and the deepest spiritual 
experiences— between the particular 
cult we may have been brought up in 
and the universal religion of all hu- 
manity. 

Tills is not an easy task. Quite the 
opposite, it is difficult. But, he that 
would be wafted away to heaven on 
flowery beds of ease is doomed to dis- 
appointment. For the best things of 
life and eternity are achieved with 
difficulty. We must he willing to en- 
dure hardness, who would know them 
and have them. 

The best things are the simplest 
when we at last come upon them. But 
we linve to look through complexity 
to find them. We have to examine 
many particulars, eliminating the un- 
essentials and holding Hie essentials, 
in order to generalize the universal. 
That is not easy. But the end is 
worth the effort. 

The easy way, of course, is to ac- 
cept the traditional-historic Jewish- 
Christian manner of religion in what 
seems to us its best form, and assume 
that as the one true religion. That 
the Christian sects are doing. There 
is today more tolerance of one an- 
other’s opinions and more co-opera- 
tion than ever before, which is as it 
should be; but eacli is still insisting 
that Christianity is the one real relig- 
ion. Even Liberalism, while it denies 
the dogmatic doctrines, still holds on 
to the traditions with the same impli- 
cation, that the Jewish-Christlan his- 
toric movement is the one true relig- 
ious development. And there is an 
essential dogmatism even in that, 
which is proving a cause of weakness. 
Even Unitarianism, with its declared 
freedom from doctrinal impericisms, 
is overmuch inclined to remain in the 
easy way of popular respectabilities 
in traditional ecclesiasticisnts; with 
the like implication that the one true 
religion must be called Christian. 

What we now need is: to take the 
hard way, that requires thinking, hon- 
esty, good-will, and courage — that 
seeks the truth and nothing but the 
truth, the real and nothing but the real, 
and will stand for it whatever be the 
cost. That is the high call of our 
time. It is the way of our salvation. 

Perhaps we may best take our di- 
rection for this way, by facing the sit- 
uation that presents itself with the 
practical problem of teaching religion 
to the children. How shall we begin 
that? 

There are two general ways: The 
one is to begin with the scriptural nar- 
ratives ami precepts, and then lead 
the instruction up to the conception of 
religion it is desired they shall retain. 
The other way is to begin by awaken- 
ing the elemental human impulses of 
good-will and truthfulness with 
thoughts of religion at its best in nat- 
ural simplicity, and then later look 
for its confirmation in the particular 
traditional-historic writings and ex- 
perience. 

The first way is the one that has 
long been taken, and even now is gen- 
erally followed. But, like many other 
things that are taken for granted as 
right because they have always been 
done that way, this needs looking 
into. For it is psychologically a re- 
versal of means and ends. It tends to 
fix the means as permanent and let 
the ends go loose. That is, it puts 
into the child mind at the receptive 
age first the things it is expected to 
later outgrow — the legend before the 
fact, with the more likely result, that 
the reality, if it be arrived at, is ever 
after thought of in terms of the leg- 
end. It is like teaching astronomy by 
beginning with the ancient astrology. 
You may arrive at the modern concep- 
tion, but you have confused the way. 

This general age-long habit is not 
easily given up. It holds on tena- 
ciously. But, to the thoughtful ob- 
server, it is plainly failing, and the 
other way is as plainly the right one: 
to begin with religion at its best in 
its most perfect *simplicity, as love 
and truthfulness and higher life — the 
elemental impulses of good-will to 
lives, respect for truths, and interest 
in ideals, with reverence unto God — 
their unseen reality. These ultimate 
ends we want to have remain with 
them, should be made sure first at the 
receptive age when things are the 
more likely to get fixed. Then we 
may use stories from our traditional 
heritage that will illustrate these pri- 
mary qualities. And lastly we may 
bring them to the study of scriptural 
literature— the mythology, traditions, 
history and teachings; a knowledge of 
which is essential to their general in- 
telligence, and of actual value as 
showing the outgrowth of these relig- 
ious ideas and manners from the sin- 
cere desires and earnest experiences 
of humanity. 

This is not the popular way, nor the 
easy one. Though it be the way 
(tailed heresy, and very difficult, the 
advanced modern religious educators 
are taking it. And what is more 
worth the hard endeavor, than the 
right start and t lie true aim in our 
children? That is the way we are 
trying to do in Channing Sunday 
school. 

Now that is just as true of religious 
teaching and thought in general. It 
should put first and foremost Religion 
at Its Best the religious idea in high- 
est form and purest insight. Then, 
when the highest and purest concep- 
tion of religion is estimated and adopt- 
ed by wha* it is in itself for its essen- 
tial truthfulness and univeral worth- 
fulness — then all the phases and 
stages of human idea, imagination, en- 
deavor and experience have a value 
for the understanding of Its sources in 
human nature and its universal pres- 
ence in human spirit, as showing the 
inherent divine creativeness in the 
evolution of the race and the develop- 
ment of souls toward the Higher Life, 
and as making real with the facts of 
tills world life the God "of things us 
they are” (indeed of the truth), with 
whom we have to do as co-workers In

creation of the heavenly life that is to 
be. 

Even the most primitive manners 
of animism, fetichism, of magic and 
taboo become important to know 
about, in confirming and making pre- 
cisely clear the latest thought and 
highest idea. For it makes for the 
sure ground of faith, to understand 
what thp latest and fullest results of 
scholarly study has brought: that 
there was unity of the most primitive 
religious thought and feeling; and 
through the long ages of deviations 
and differences, as people have been 
developing their powers and learning 
to think clearly, they are now emerg 
ing to a new unity on the heights of 
life; and that at bottom the early unity 
and the latest are alike — the one in- 
herent religiousness of humanity and 
the one universal responsiveness of di 
vinity. 

To find religion essentially the 
same, from the lowest orders to the 
highest, invests it with a new* and. 
live interest, deepens the insight into 
its nature, and enlarges the heart un 
to its power. For, as Dr. Dodson 
says, "This discovery of the unity in 
the diversity of the aspiring life of 
mankind brings a happy sense of 
solidarity with the seekers after God 
in all ages. It is a joy not merely to 
believe with the poet, but to know 
with the scholar, 

"that in all ages 
Every human heart is human. 

That’ in even savage bosoms 
There are longings, yearnings, striv- 
ings t. , 

For the good they comprehend not. 
That the feeble hands and helpless, 
Groping blindly in the darkness. 
Touch God's right hand in the dark- 
ness, 

And are lifted up and strengthened. 

— Longfellow. 


It requires earnest interest and 
close thinking to arrive at this view 
of religion in its simplicity and nat- 
uralness. It is not easy, nor to the 
dilatorv-minded. There is a common 
notion that scholarly research and 
deep thinking makes for obscurity in 
religion. To the unthinking it may 
seem so. Yet. in fact, it is just the 
other way. Searching knowledge and 
clear thinking is the only way to the 
simplicity and naturalness. For thus 
only are the accessories distinguish- 
ed from the fundamentals, and the 
essential unity of religion set free 
and clear. . 

Little knowledge and easy-minded- 
ness inclines to accept certain inci- 
dentals of religion from the tradi- 
tional-historic form in which it has 
come to us; or reject it. if they are 
not credible. As an old saying is, 
"A little learning incline^ one to 
atheism; hut depth of philosophy 
brings one round to religion.” That 
is, little thinking leaves one in the 
complex diversity of traditional-his- 
toric sectarian accessories of religion; 
which he will accept or reject accord- 
ing to the way they happen to strike 
him, whether to his liking or dis- 
approval. Here is the place of 
credulity or atheism. 

But depth of thinking passes on 
through accessories into fundamental 
realities; where it finds every human 
heart is human witli longings, yearn- 
ings, strivings, and the unseen spirit- 
uality answering with strength for 
the higher life. It is now no more a 
matter of opinion, like or dislike, be- 
lief or unbelief; but the . essential 
fact of being and becoming. Here is 
the place of faith only, with no other 
alternative but the lack of life. For 
then it appears* religion is of life, 
and reul life is religious. There is 
then no more question of belief or 
unbelief about it; but only* an alterna- 
tive of faith unto its high possibilities 
neglect unto degeneration. 

The minister of religion, if lie would 
be populur, will take the easy way of 
little thinking. For the general pub- 
lic seems to want religion in terms 
of easy plausible conventional ortho- 
doxies that offer the rewards of de- 
sired object. They are apparently in 
minority who want religion only in 
terms of hard reasonable, truthful, 
unbiased thinking to the real issue 
whatever It may be. But they are of 
the right way to the religion of Truth 
and Higher Life. 

The minister of religion, to he true, 
will take this way of fearless interest 
and deep thinking. For he only is 
able to guide the quest with any cer- 
tainty to the simplicity of nuturul uni- 
versal religion at the heart of eter- 
nal being. When, us is sometimes 
said, the minister preaches "over the 
heads” of people, there are two 
things to consider: One ib that the 
minister needs to do more thinking 
rather Ilian less. The other Is, that 
the people may need to get their heads 
up higher where they can better do 
what heads are for — more thinking 
rather than less. 

More hard, clear, sincere, feurless 
thinking on this line is the very great- 
est need of our time. For the saving 
of our souls and the better world 
from the confused complex of relig- 
ious accessories and the chaotic cat- 
aclysm of outward conditions, lies in 
tliis way of thinking, thinking, with 
whole hearts of sincere interest and 


whole minds of truthful vigilance, to 
single out of the uncomprehended ob- 
scurity of unessentials the simple 
natural universal religion of human- 
ity. and look to it at its best in the 
purest souls of the greatest thought. 

Happy are we in having such. We 
feel the throbbing heart of it in sym- 
pathy with the pure clear soul of 
Jesus at the center of our religious 
heritage, — who was at the same time 
neither Jew nor Christian and both 
Jew and Christian, and yet more — 
simply and truly human; who in him- 
self made his word for it — "love” 

so divinely real. We think the crea- 
tive Idea of it in reasoning with the 
master-mind of Plato on the main 
current of occidental religious move- 
ment. We comprehend the beautiful 
truth of it in looking with the prophet 
—eye of Emerson on the broadening 
stream of western world religious 
freedom. 

With these three we come upon re- 
ligion at its best the world has yet 
known. We find it not by seeking 
far, but on looking with their eyes,— 
lo here! it is at home, within our 
every heart— the simple natural love 
in truth to ideal-5-that waiteth to be 
quickened and enlightened and per- 
fected, with zeal of good-will, the 
might of faith, and the inspiration of 
hope. 

And then; an inner-voice of under- 
standing speaks to our souls, and 
says : the ground whereon thou stand- 
est is holy ground and the instincts of 
thine heart whereunto thou art true 
will bring the whole world of possi- 
bilities round to you. For Lo! God is 
there! after whom is “created the new 
life in righteousness and holiness of 
truth”; wherein the shining laws 
come full circle the graces round into 
completeness and the ideals form un- 
to living beauty of excellence eternal.

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 


The annual report of the Library 
for the year 1917 has just been issued. 
Among the interesting statements 
found therein the following are noted: 

The circulation of books in the 
homes during 1917 was 373,794 or over 
S volumes per capita. In the last ten 
years the circulation has increased 
51 percent., although during that time 
the population of the city has in- 
creased but 16 percent. From* a re- 
port which shows the circulation in 
t lie various communities which make 
up the city, we take the following:

It is gratifying to note from this 
table the extraordinary gain in cir- 
culation which has been made during 
the period at Upper Frills and Nonan- 
tum. where our foreign born popula- 
tion is largely concentrated. No bet- 
ter evidence could lie furnished of the 
valuable services which the Library 
is rendering in Americanizing our 
foreign born in these localities. 

The growth of Waban during the 
ten years is shown by the large in- 
crease in circulation which is here 
recorded : 

In the year 1917 the circulation in 
our schools was over 44.500 volumes. 
The Art Collection supplied over 29.- 
000 photographs, lantern slides or 
stereographs for the use in the 
schools or the homes, or by clubs, as- 
sociations or lecturers. 

Through the Library’s automobile a 
house to house delivery and collection 
of books is now being made in those 
outlying districts of the city which 
are without branch library facilities. 
This interesting experiment has so far 
been carried on with marked success. 

Tho Librarian and his Staff have 
been very active in raising funds for 
the War Library organization and in 
collecting books. And in the Food 
Conservation movement they have 
rendered valuable assistance. 

Appreciation is also due to more 
than one hundred and fifty citizens of 
Newton who have so generously given 
their services in the preparation of 
tlu* books that have been sent to tho 
soldiers in Camp Libraries and over- 
seas.

license. 

Licenses were granted Mrs. John 
Scott. 863 Washington street, ward 1, 
common victualler; Charles llagopiati. 
transfer of 2 pool tables to 1200 Chest- 
nut street, ward 5; H. L. Goneroux 
(Auburn Garage) permit to sell gaso- 
line at 2066 Commonwealth avenue, 
ward 4. additional 330 gallons; W. H. 
Hughes permit to keep and sell gas- 
oline at 926 Chestnut street, 550 gal- 
lons capacity tank. 

The aldermen accepted the report 
of the finance committee that it was 
inexpedient to take further notion on 
the petition of the ranking officers of 
the police department for salary in- 
crease. and also the request for $500 
for uniforms for drafted men under 
the instruction of the State Guard. 

Alderman Hollis moved that the 
Board recomVor the salary increase 
for departmental heads and assistants, 
but the motion was lost 14 to 5. those 
voting in favor were Hollis. Hapgood. 
McCarthy. Madden and Cook. 

Orders were adopted as follows: — 
Authorizing sewer in Kent road, ward 
5; taking land for sewer in Warwick 
road, etc.; authorizing sewer in War- 
wick road, ward 3. etc.; laying out, 
etc., of Devon road, ward 6, under bet- 
terment act. also establishing build- 
ing line; authorizing $450 for con- 
struction of Devon road; authorizing 
street sprinking on Eddy street, wards 
2 and 3.

A recommendation from Street 
Commissioner Stuart was read, in 
which he asked that an appropriation 
of $10,735 be made to cover the cost 
of the collection of garbage from 
June 19 for the balance of the year. 
Instead of adopting Mr. Stuart’s rec- 
ommendation the board passed resolu- 
tions submitted jointly by Aldermen 
Blake and McCarthy in which the 
Mayor is requested to further adver- 
tise for bids on several propositions.

No price is given on bituminous 
coal in Newton owing to the uncer- 
tainty of getting it and the channels 
of transportation .through which it 
will come. The price therefore must 
be reasonable from day to day, based 
upon the cost delivered in Newton.

WEST NEWTON MAN GIVES 
MEMORIAL 

The memorial of John Benjamin, a 
Massachusetts soldier of the Revolu- 
tion, and of his son, Benaiah Benja- 
min. was dedicated June 2nd, in the 
Washington Memorial Chapel, Valley 
Forge. Mr. Arthur Emmons Pearson 
of 367 Otis street, West Newton, was 
the donor of the handsome and unique 
memorial, which is a solid silver tab 
let, supporting the powder horn used 
by his ancestor, John Benjamin at 
Valley Forge and all through the 
Revolution. The tablet bears the fol- 
lowing inscription: 

Powder Horn of John Benjamin a 
Soldier of Massachusetts at Galley 
Forge and carried by Him during His 
Service of Seven Years in the Conti- 
nental Army Given by Ilis Son 
Benaiah Benjamin to His Grandson 
Arthur Emmons Pearson and by Him 
presented to the Valley Forge Museum 
of American History’ Nineteen Hun 
dred and Seventeen. 

The powder horn is about nine and 
one quarter inches in length and Is 
affixed to the silver base. The light- 
er portions of the horn are of a buff 
color, which with the blue velvet on 
which all rests, symbolize the Con 
tinental colors. After the close of 
the Revolutionary War, Mr. Benjamin 
made his residence in that portion of 
Massachusetts that became the State 
of Maine, signified by the pine cones 
and needles appearing on the silver 
bands around the horn. The detail in 
the etching indicates him an artiller- 
ist, and the lettering is in the spirit 
of the tablet in the Washington Mem- 
orial Chapel presented by his grand- 
daughter in his memory. 

The memorial is a remarkable work 
of art, and was made by the Gorham 
Manufacturing Company. 

Dr. Burk spoke most appropriately 
of the patriotism and generosity of 
Mr. Pearson and his family, every 
member of which has a large part in 
this great national shrine at Valley 
Forge. Mr. William Henry Pearson 
gave the Presidents’ Pew in honor of 
George Washington, Janies Monroe, 
and Theodore Roosevelt, and In mem- 
ory of William Pearson and Lucinda 
Maria Greenleaf his Wife. Mr. Arthur 
Emmons Pearson has given the New 
Hampshire Bay in the Cloister of the 
Colonies, and he and his father gave 
most generously toward the erection 
of the Massachusetts Bay, which was 
given by the Massachusetts Society, 
Sons of the American Revolution. 
The late Mrs. William Henry Pearson 
gave the beautiful carved oak Pew 
Screen in honor of Washington and 
the Major Generals at Valley Forge, 
and in memory of Benaiah Benjamin 
and Elizabeth Noyes his Wife. She 
also gave the handsome bronze tablet 
in memory of her grandfather John 
Benjamin. Shortly before her death 
Mrs. Pearson made a most happy pil- 
grimage with her family to Valley 
Forge, when her son made the formal 
presentation of a valuable letter writ- 
ten by Washington at Cambridge in 
1775. In memory of this pilgrimage, 
her children, Arthur Emmons Pearson 
and Nella Jane Pearson gave the New 
Hampshire State Panel in the Roof of 
the Republic. 

The dedication of the New Hamp- 
shire Bay will occur on October 19, 
1918.

“So you arc in the war," n civilian 
was hoard to any to a young man in 
khaki. 

"Yes." was the reply, "and so are 
you. and every man. woman and child 
in the country, only you haven’t found 
it on t . yet.” 

The soldier was right. We are all 
in the war, still many and many a one 
seems not to have found it out, or 
Massachusetts would not he in the 
fortieth place among the stntcs In buy- 
ing War Savings Stamps. 

"One Million Pledges from Massa- 
chusetts." is the slogan of the June 
Campaign committee <<the State War 
Savings Committee. Pledges for 
what? Pledges to buy War Savings 
Stamps regularly for the remainder 
of 1918, and help lift Massachusetts 
to her accustomed place in the front 
rank.

The second annual Fete of the New- 
ton Federation of Women’s Clubs 
came off most succes fully on Satur- 
day afternoon last on the Claflin 
Field.

An attractive program book was is- 
sued, through whose pages friends of 
the Federation added a considerable 
sum to the proceeds. No definite 
statement as to financial results can 
be given at this early date, but it is 
certain that a very satisfactory sum 
will be realized for the local philan- 
thropies. 

State Federation Annual Meeting 


WINE hi nt l(E TILL MIDNIGHT 
DANC ING EVEJi l EVENING 0.30 to 12.30 


A complete re-organization of the 
work of the clubs on a war basis was 
the keynote of the whole annual con- 
vention of the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s (Tubs, which 
has just been held at Arlington Street 
church, Boston, tills week. Whether 
it was that of the central departments 
ol the Federation or <>t 'tie clubs 
themselves, everywhere the war ele- 
ment has entered in. Those women 
who have thought that the eluiis 
should cease their activities and the 
members devote themselves only to 
war work primarily that of the Red 
Cross should have attended the ses- 
sions of Tuesday. Wednesday and 
Thursday and obtained a broader per- 
spective. 

Patriotic music and singing by the 
convention was a feature of every 
session, the "Star-Spangled Banner” 
having been chosen for the opening. 


In n graceful word of greeting. Mrs 
W. E. Birdsnll, president of the Bos- 
ton City Federation, the hostess of 
the day. welcomed the women from all 
over the state, presenting to the Fed 
erntion president. Mrs. Herbert J. 
Gurney, a little key to the city, whtoh 
should be a key of service. 

Mrs. Gurney accepted the hospital 
ity in the same strong note which one; 
always expects from her. in which she 
said that the women are aa much a 
part of the army ns the men. Their 
duty is different, but the spirit is not 
different. 

Two guests from distant Federa- 
tions were present and brought greet- 
ings. Mrs. Darling, a former president 
I'. S. Bibbs, honorary president of the 
of the California Federation, and Mrs 
Iowa Federation. A telegram of 
greeting from the annual convention 
of the Vermont Federation, then in 
session at Burlington, was read and a 
similar message returned to them, 
New Hampshire was also heard from. 

The officers reported at the Tues- 
day afternoon session, showing much 
work done and satisfactory results. 
The treasury is once more in good 
condition, the seven cents per capita 
tax giving a sufficient income upon 
which to work comfortably. 

Massachusetts has gained second 
place in her contributions to the War 
Victory Fund of the General Federa- 
tion. having raised $21,939.23. Of our 
local clubs contributing the Newton- 
ville Woman’s Guild was mentioned 
on the honor roll among those which 
have made the largest contributions, 
and also as having exceeded its quota 
of one dollar for each member. Wa- 
ban also exceeded its quota, while the 
Social Science Club’s was reached. 

Another feature of interest was the 
fact that the Bulletin this year has, 
for the first time, been a source of 
income. 

Mrs. George Winslow Perkins, Mas- 
sachusetts director of the General 
Federation, told of their duties in that 
office for the biennial period just 
closed, no small one being the treas- 
urership of the War Victory Fund. 

The reports of the special commit- 
tees and of the nominating committee 
closed the afternoon. 

In the evening the audience joined 
in singing camp and other patriotic 
songs under the leadership of Mr. 
Grant Drake, after which came the 
accounts of the recent Biennial at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, divided among the 
delegates. Mrs. George M. Baker, one 
of the Federation vice-presidents, told 
of the Journey and the Place; Mrs. J. 
Harry Poole, corresponding secretary, 
very clearly set forth the important 
business; Mrs. Irving O. Palmer took 
the audience into many of the confer- 
ences, perhaps singling out particu- 
larly those relating to music and 
pointing out the new importacne 
which is being placed upon its value, 
both for the boys in camp and over- 
seas, as well as for those who are 
left at home. Something of the wis- 
dom from the distinguished speakers 
was given the convention by Mrs. Jo- 
seph E. Cushman, president of the 
Fortnightly Club, Sharon, while Mrs. 
Frederic E. Dowling, chairman of 
Press, took the convention into her 
confidence by telling some of the 
things which did not get into the pa- 
pers. Arkansas’ governor came in 
for friendly bits of comment both for 
his flights of oratory and for his un- 
usual interest and curiosity in the 
great convention which he came many 
times from Little Rock, the .capital, 
to attend. A realistic bit which com- 
pleted the illusion that the delegates 
had really been there themselves, was 
the singing of the Arkansas Song by 
Mrs. Frederic V. Hart of Lynn. Mrs. 
Hart was called and re-called until 
she finally yielded to repeat one 
stanza, while the audience came in on 
the chorus. 

Wednesday morning found the del- 
egates once more in their places; the 
session opened with the singing of 
“America, the Beautiful.” The four 
departments most closely allied with 
war activities were the ones to report 
at that time. Conservation, Home 
Economics. Industrial and Social Con- 
ditions, and Public Health. Food pro- 
duction and the saving of food have 
been points stressed by the Conserva- 
tion department during the year. 
Miss Agnes Donhan. chairman of 
Home Economics, told of the food 
demonstration car which is to be sent 
through the system of the Bay State 
Street. Railway, from which will ho 
given demonstrations and all possible 
kinds of help ulong food lines. Her 
department has co-operated with 
nearly every war activity in the 
state. In connection with these two 
reports Dr. Eleanor Mellon, who will 
give demonstrations through the 
cities of Massachusetts this summer 
wherever audiences can he secured, 
spoke of the value of cottage cheese 
as an article of food, and called at- 
tention to the great amount of waste 
that has gone on through failure to 
utilize the skimmed milk. 

Mrs. J. 10. P. Plimpton, chairman of 
Social and Industrial Conditions, 
stated that their work had focussed 
on women in industry, safeguarding 
the working child and on wartime ac- 
tivity of girls. In connection with 
her report Mrs. Philip Saltonsiall pre- 
sented the coming campaign for reg- 
ular purchasers of Thrift Stamps. 
Thrift and self-denial uuderly them, 
she said. To her workers “IT. S." 
stands for "untiring service" and "un- 
failing sacrifice." 

The chief work of the Public Health 
department lias been bringing the 
Army Message to club women, which 
means the fight against communicable 
disease. ^ 

At this point Dr. Spaulding of the 
Westboro Slate Hospital, made an ur- 
gent appeal for nurses, saying that 
shortage of nurses and attendants, 
atoly critical condition owing to the 
shortage of nurses and atendants. 
These hospitals offer training schools 
where just as good training can bo 
had as at any of the other hospitals. 
He stated that one-third of the disa- 
bility of die drafted men was owing to 
mental diseases. 

Three-mlnuto reports of the district 
directors followed, in which were 
summed up both the work of the dubs 
and that of the directors themselves, 
all of whom voiced the satisfaction ex- 
l>< figured through the closer contact 
with their dubs. 

The Credentials committee Report- 
ed 405 delegates present from 176 
dubs. A resume of the war activities 
was given by Mrs Arthur A. Hibbard, 
much of which had already been sum- 


'marized at the spring Presidents’ Con 
ference. 

The proceedings were resumed at 
the afternoon session by the singing 
of the "Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 
Mrs. Claude U. Gilson, first, vice-presi- 
dent, who is working at Camp Dev- 
ens, made two requests of the club- 
women, one in the matter of the kind 
of letters friends send to the boys in 
camp or overseas, that they may not 
result in mail day’s being "Blue 
Monday," as it has been characterized 
by one officer. The other request wns 
for a friendly interest in the wives of 
soldiers, that they may get started in 
the new life and that we may avoid 
some of the things which have hap- 
pened in the other warring countries. 

Another appeal for nurses wns 
brought by Miss Anne^H. Strong of 
Simmons College, that Voting women 
may be urged to go into this work as 
their brothers have gone into the 
army, not for life, but for the present 
emergency. The Red Cross is about 
to start a drive for graduate nurses 
for their service, nnd at the same time 
the nursing committee, a branch of 
the work of the Woman’s Committee, 
Council of National Defense, of which 
Miss Strong is a member, is to mnke a 
drive for raw recruits to fill the va- 
cancies left by the graduates who en- 
ter the Red Cross service. 

Highly encouraging was the report 
of the Endowment Fund committee, al- 
though not quite what had been de- 
sired. On account of the War Victory 
drive this Federation fund was al- 
lowed to take a back seat for the 
present. The clubs, however, have 
contributed this year $5,564.32, and 
this sum added to the permanent 
funds previously held, brings the total 
to $14,341.54. 

The three cultural departments, Art, 
Literature and Music, reported their 
activities as not at all separated from 
war activities and each chairman in 
turn pointed out the great need of her 
particular subject at this time. Civil 
Service Reform, too, had a special 
message for the time, that of secur- 
ing efficient service. 

Two- new organizations have re- 
cently joined the State Federation, the 
Springfield Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and the Massachusetts Maine 
Daughters, both were represented by 
their respective presidents. 

Resolutions brought in were, one 
earnestly requesting the senators 
from Massachusetts to co-operate in 
passing such legislation as will pro- 
vide for making the National Child 
Labor law effective; another, looking 
to maintaining of industrial stand- 
ards during the war, that women may 
receive the same wages as men for 
equal or similar work; and a third, 
requesting the clubs to make a study 
either through their programs or by 
study groups, that the women may 
gain a clear idea of the internatonal 
policy being promulgated by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Wednesday evening brought the del- 
egates a treat through the courtesy 
of the hostess organization, in the 
organ recital by Mr. Benjamin Whelp- 
ley and the address by Mr. S. K. Rat- 
cliffe on “England’s Message to Am- 
erica.” An informal reception fol- 
lowed when the delegates were en- 
abled to meet the officers. The beauty 
of the church itself and the wealth of 
flowers were a constant source of in- 
spiration to the delegates. 

Thursday morning brought the con- 
vention to a close. The Civics, Legis- 
lative and Education departments, 
through their respective chairmen, 
submitting their reports. The an- 
nouncement of the results of the elec- 
tion and the presentation of new of- 
ficers and the final courtesy resolu- 
tions completed the business.

No person shall occupy or permit others 
to occupy uny building owned by him, us u 
dwelling, tenement or lodging-house, unless 
such building Is provided with a suitable 
water-tight privy, or with a water closet, 
nor unless every wuter-eloset, sink, set- 
bowl. slop hopper or like llxture is properly 
trapped and connected with a water-tight 
soil pipe of Hutltclent size to carry off the 
contents of such water-closet or llxture to 
u cesspool or sewer. Every building used as 
a tenement for more than one fumtly shall 
be provided with at least one privy vault or 
water closet for euch fumlly, uml every 
building used for business or trade purposes 
shull have ut least one privy vault or water 
closet for each sex employed on each iloor. 
provided, however, that In buildings la 
which only one sex Is employed only one 
privy vuult or water closet need be fur- 
nished. 

Chap. VII. Sect. 3. of the Rules and Reg- 
ulations of the Newton Hoard of Health Is 
hereby umended to read us follow » 

PRIVY VAULTS AND CESSPOOLS NOT 
TO HE BUILT WITHOUT A PERMIT. No 
person shull build or cuuse to be built uuy 
privy vuult or cesspool without permission 
of the liourd of Health, und unless such 
privy vault or cesspool Is constructed Jn a 
thorough und substantial manner, lined with 
stone, brick or other suitable material of 
sultlcleut thickness und strength to prevent 
the walls from fulling In, uml located so 
that the Inside of the sums shull be ut leusl 
three feet distant from the line of uny u<l- 
Joliilug lot or street uml at least twenty' 
feet distant from the bank of uny pond, 
drutu or wutvr course. Cesspools shall be 
not less than eight feet deep und live feet 
In dluineter. uml when not water-tight, 
shull be ut leust twenty feet from the out- 
side of the cellar wall of uuy tenement or 
dwelling, and thirty feet distant from any 
well, spring, or uuy other source of water 
supply used for culinary or domestic pur- 
poses.

Members are re- 
quested lo devote themselves to knit- 
ting socks so that our quota may be 
filled, and that we may not tall short 
of what Is required of us. 

The board voted $100 from the 
treasury of the Special Aid Society to 
be given to Miss McGill for the Y. M. 
C. A. work in France, and it is hoped 
that the box in the hall at Talbot 
House will gather another $100 to go 
for the same purpose. A good begin- 
ning has already been made. 

Helpers are wanted for the Red 
Cross work at 1000 Washington street, 
Boston. They would like a number 
to go each day regularly, so that the 
work may be systematized. Any who 
can and will give the time are re- 
quested to report their names at Tal- 
bot House and the work will be ex- 
plained. 

A letter has been sent to all 
branches of the Red Cross requesting 
an allotment of clothing to be made 
for the refugees in Italy. Additional 
workers in the sewing department are 
needed, In order to fill the quota re- 
quired from this branch, and the wo- 
men of Newtonvllle are urged to re- 
spond. 

Talbot House will be open for sew- 
ing through June and July on Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday from nine 
to four. The wool room will be open 
the same days. Members will please 
plan to get wool on Wednesday* 
Thursday and Friday from 9 to 4. 

Women are asked to offer their ser- 
vices for sewing in August, and re- 
port to Mrs. Wallace C. Boyden. The 
regular chairmen have worked long 
and faithfully and must have much 
needed rest to carry on the work for 
the year that is ahead. It is neces- 
sary to have new workers offer for 
the month of August, in order that the 
garments required of us may be made 
and our quota filled. 

SHU BERT THEATRE.— For a year 
the United States government camera 
men have been busy getting the ac- 
tivities of our soldier and sailor boys 
registered on thousands of feet of mo- 
tion-picture film. As a result of tihs 
work the people of New* England will 
have the first opportunities at the 
Shubert Theatre, beginning next Mon- 
day. June 10. and twice daily thereaf- 
ter. to see what has been done by our 
boys up to date over here and over 
there. "Pershing’s Crusaders" is the 
title of this first official government 
feature film of the war. and it really 
constitutes a motion-picture history 
of our first year at war. A success- 
ful effort lias been made to show how’ 
the government has handled the gi- 
gantic task of preparation for war. 
The recruiting of our army, the build- 
ing of huge cantonments, the clothing 
and feeding of our troops, the mak- 
ing of arms to equip them, the build- 
ing of enormous shipyards aud the 
rapidity with which ships are being 
built and launched. The great part 
of the picture shows our boys — maybe 
your boys — in France. It follows 

them along the long road to the front. 
It shows the vast stores of munitions 
and supplies flowing like rivers 

through the quaint French villages up 
to the front line dumps. It depicts 
the first American field gun to throw 
a shell into the Germau trenches, the 
first American troops entering and 

settling down in a first-line trench, 

the first batch of German prisoners 
taken by our soldiers, the first bap- 
tism before a battle. It is a picture 
every mother, sister or sweetheart of 
a soldier should see. It is better than 
a letter from the hoys over there, for 
at the Shubert Theatre next week, you 
can see him actually at the grim 
business and the light-hearted play of 
war. In order that all may see the

The following communication ad- 
dressed to Lieut. Leonard’s mother 
from Alderman Hapgood is one of in- 
terest and voices the sentiments of 
many other citizens. 

June 12, 1918 
My dear Mrs. Leonard: 

No doubt you have read the para- 
graph on the third page of yesterday 
morning’s Herald, headed “Biggest 
Factor in the War.” As I ran my eye 
down the column, I experienced the 
feeling of national pride that would 
come to any patriotic American read- 
ing. “The behavior of the Americans 
the past week is gloriously indicative 
vf what is coming for the German 
army.” 


But I was hardly prepared for the 
thrill of personal pride that came to 
me as I read the paragraph near the 
end. “One such is Lt. W. M. Leonard 
who has been cited for bravery.’’ It 
seems almost impossible to picture 
the quiet, reserved, well-poised lad 
who grew up next door to me, leading 
so gallant an action amid such fright- 
ful carnage; yet all my recollections 
of Wallace’s boyhood and his career 
in school and college strengthen the 
impression that coolness and self-com- 
mand were to be expected* of him. 


‘ I congratulate you with all my 
heart for having given such a splen- 
did son to the service of his country.

The Red Cross is more and more 
nearing the point where every dollar 
it spends and every hour of work its 
working members put in shall go 
where they will count for the most 
without any wasteful duplication. Nec 
easary conservation of materials, of 
money and of human effort, to the end 
that everything may be done to short- 
en and win the war, make such a pro- 
gram Imperative. 

Hereafter work is to be apportioned 
throughout the country so every 
branch will be given the work it should 
do and even* branch will know what 
is expected of it each month. The- 
Newton Branch of the Red Cross, its 
affiliated Societies and its auxiliaries 
are ready to do work under the new 
plan. The Newton Branch headquar- 
ters will give out to the different 
workrooms of the city their quotas of 
the work to he done. The Headquar- 
ters at Talbot House will be the centre 
from which all Newton workers will 
receive instructions and Information 
and at which all questions in regard 
to the work will be answered. The 
Metropolitan Chapter when it has or- 
ders or information to give out will 
communicate them to the workers of 
Newton through the Newton Headquar- 
ters. This will simplify work both at 
the Boston and the Newton headquar- ! 
ters and will enable the officials at ; 
each to do their work more easily and 
more # thoroughly. Newton headquar-, 
ters will keep track of what is being 
done in Newton and the Metropolitan 
Chapter will get its intormation from 
the Newton officials. 

Under the new program the workers 
will be asked to do the work that is 
most needed in the quantities needed. 
The work may not be always the work | 
the workers would most desire to do 
unless they look at it in the true light 
that to do what is most needed is to 1 
do what one would most desire to do. j 
Red Cross workers are soldiers work- 
ing at home and their job is to see to 
it that the fighting soldiers at the 
front are properly cared for. 

Just at present while other kinds of 
work are needed, the great call is for 
volunteers for sewing. A badly wound- 
ed soldier after his wounds are dressed 
and bandaged must be made as com- 
fortable as possible in bed. Surgical 
dressings are needed for binding up 
his wounds hut surgical dressings 
cannot be used as bed sheets nor as 
pajamas or shirts. A convalescent sol- 
dier wrote home “Don’t worry about 
me. I am in a good soft bed with 
clean sheets and I have nice fresh pa- 
jamas. I am really having a fine 
time.” Anyone can see that he would 
not have been as cheerful if he had 
to write home “I am nicely bandaged 
but they have no sheets nor pajamas 
for me. It’s a case of being ‘all ban- 
daged up' and nothing to sleep in.” 
Then there are the destitute refugees 
whom the Red Cross is caring for and 
who need gowns and dresses and the 
little children being born into the 
world, the sons and daughters of men 
fighting at the front, they certainly 
must he clothed. The old adage hail 
it "A stitch in time saves nine’- but 
today the stitch in time, which is now. 
may give unspeakable comfort to the i 
wounded and perhaps save life. Bless- 
ed is she who plies her needle for the 
comfort of the heroes at the front.

Mr. Charles S. Thomaa. head of the 
English department in the Newton 
Classical High School, has accepted 
the position 'if head, of the English 
department in the Cleveland, Ohio* 
School of Education, which is con- 
ducted Jointly by the school depar- 
ment of the city of Cleveland and 
Western Reserve University. Dr. F. 
E. Spaulding, formerly of Newton and 
now superintendent of the Celveland 
schools, has general supervising con- 
trol. 

Mr. Thomas came to Newton ten 
years ago. succeeding the late An- 
drew J. George, and during this dec- 
ade has been most popular, always 
held in the highest esteem by his 
classes, teachers and parents, and his 
going causes deep repret.

AN APPEAL 

The Stone Institute and Newton 
Home for Aged People is issuing an 
appeal for funds with which to prop- 
erly carry on its philanthropy.

"Five thousand dollars is still 
needed to cover the cost of the new 
wing. We also earnestly solicit funds 
to replaco the old buildings, which 
are in very poor condition, with a 
modern brick structure similar to the 
new east wing. 

"The expense of the enlarged Home 
and of the increased number of in- 
mates to be cared for is increasing 
the annual maintenance expense of 
the Home by several thousand dollars. 
As the Endowment Fund has been cut 
into in erecting the building, and the 
income front the fund is, therefore, 
less than it would have been but for 
the new building, an increased yearly 
income of $3,000 to $4,000 is needed. 

“Subscriptions toward the deficit 
caused by the new building are do 
sired, and in addition, all in Newton 
are earnestly urged to give what they 
can afford, in large or small amounts, 
toward the maintenance of this Home. 

“It is very desirable to have ns 
large an income as possible on which 
we can depend each year. We hope, 
therefore, that many contributors will 
be able and willing to make pledges 
for annual subscriptions. Even 
though the amounts pledged may not 
be large, it would assist greatly to 
have them come regularly. 

"We are confident that the people 
of Newton who have homes of their 
own. will give liberally to this insti- 
tution when they realize the great 
need. There is a long waiting list of 
those who are anxious to enter the 
Home, but cannot because of insuffi- 
cient accommodiations. 

“Other cities around us are awaking 
to the urgent need and providing 
Homes for their helpless old people. 
Let us not he behind them in furnish- 
ing a suitable and adequate abiding 
place for our fellow-citizens, both 
men and women, who are too old and 
feeble to support themselves and are 
entirely dependent upon charity. In 
spite of the continual demand that is 
being made upon us all for help, in 
connection with war work and in 
other ways, let us not neglect this 
pressing need in our own city.

BUY THRIFT STAMPS 

Under the leadership of the womon 
the campaign for the War Savings 
Stamps will take on a now activity in 
Massachusetts during the month of 
June. 

Tho President has called on every 
person who is able to enlist in the 
Army of War Savers before June 2Sth, 
National War Savings Day, to save the 
labor and mnterial needed to supply 
our army and navy, and to lend the 
money thus saved to the Government 
by buying War Savings Stamps. 

Tho total amount the Government 
asks during 1918, from the sale of 
War Savings and Thrift Stamps is 
$2,000,000,000; $20 for every man, 

woman and child in this country. 

Massachusetts’ share is $78,000,000. 

But this State is far below its 
proper standing in taking this great 
and needed loan. Out of all the states 
in the Union she stands only thirty- 
seventh; whereas, in buying Liberty 
Bonds, giving to the Red Cross, Y. M 
C. A., or other war activities she 
stands among the very first. 

The War Savings Committee of the 
State will redouble its effort in the 
June Drive, from the 7th to the 28tli 
to bring Massachusetts to the very 
first rank in support of the Govern- 
ment in this loan. 

One million pledges to buy War 
Savings regularly during the year will 
he sought in a house-to-house canvass 
in every community. This is one 
pledge for every four inhabitants. 
The total sales in Massachusetts for 
five months are less than $8,000,000, 
barely one-tenth of the quota. 

The canvass for the June Drive will 
be primarily conducted by women. 
Mrs. George T. Rice has taken the 
chairmanship of the Woman’s Service 
Bureau, a woman’s chairman has 
been named for each county, and un- 
der these a major for the women in 
charge of each town canvass. Pledge 
cards for solicitors to the number of 
2,000,000 have been distributed, with 
buttons for every woman solicitor, 
and a button showing the War Sav- 
ings pennants for every cue who takes 
tho pledge. 

The funds sought in the loan of $2,- 
000,000,000 are as vitally needed by 
the Government to supply and feed its 
fighting men as are all the billions 
asked in the Liberty I^oan. 

Tho money invested in the War 
Savings Stamps is not a gift or a do- 
nation, but a loan. It will all be paid 
back with 47o interest compounded 
quarterly. If, for any reason cash is 
needed, the money invested may be 
secured on ten days’ notice to any 
Money Order Postmaster. Stamps are 
free of all State and Ixical taxes. They 
are backed by all the property in the 
United States; they cannot fall in 
value below the price you paid; they 
increase instead in value one cent 
month. 

Every dollar put into them from 
savings relieves the government to 
that extent of the drain on labor and 
material, leaving it to be used for 
war purposes. It thus doubles the 
value of the investment to the gov- 
ernment. 

What is done by enlisting in the 
army of War Savers is direct aid to 
men in the fighting line, and is the 
simplest way in which every citizen 
may how or prove a will to share in 
winning the war.

War has changed not only tho Idea* 
of the world, but the habits of the 
world. Before tho war, a penny here 
and a nickel there, made no differ- 
ence, but now, a penny and a nickel 
aro six cents, and only nineteen more 
cents would buy a Thrift Stamp, 
l’raetlcnlly the whole of this (F’etrce) 
school now realizes this, and now, 
while Mrs. Stevens spurs us on un- 
tiringly, the nickels grow to dollars, 
nnd the dollars aro suddenly trans- 
formed Into green stamps each hearing 
the label— "War Saving Stamp.” 

The children now know the value 
of money, and also that work brings 
it in, and is the only steady thing that 
will. There is great rivalry between 
tho classes as to which will receive 
the ‘‘Thrift Banner,” which shows 
that the class bearing it has bought 
tho most Thrift Stamps. Tho hours 
after school, though varying in num- 
ber, aro usually long enough to per- 
mit a member of the Thrift Army, al- 
though no one elso could do it, to 
shovel tho snow off tho walks and 
earn half a dollar, or wash windows 
at four cents per, or wash dishes at 
the high rates of an expert. There are 
countless other ways to earn money, 
nnd there is no need to mention them, 
for everyone knows and practices 
them. 

Uncle Sam has been in need of ex- 
tra money for some time since we en- 
tered this war, and unless he gets it, 
soldiers will be without sweaters In 
winter, sailors will shiver in cheap, 
thin cloth instead of woolen or other 
heavy, warm goods, and necessary 
factories will stop working for lack 
of necessary things to run them. 
School children are as capable of do- 
ing “their bit” as any one, and, once 
informed of It, perform their part with 
great gusto. With all the millions 
of children in Uncle Sam's great es- 
tate, the United States, as many mil- 
lions of dollars should be raised, and 
probably is. 

If a civilian (member of the Thrift 
Army are, of course, not included) 
was asked to spell “thrift.” lie would 
spell it T-H-R-I-F-T, but Uncle Sam 
has taught his “Thrifters” a better 
way. The “T” turns into “truthful,” 
the “H” into “helpful,” the “R” is 
“rapid,” the “I” is equally divided be- 
tween being “industrious” and “in- 
genius.” The “F” is “fearless,” and 
the last “T” is “trustworthy,” as every 
loyal citizen is, combined with the 
first “T’s” meaning. “I” has excel- 
lent meanings for earning the money 
for Thrift Stamps and wc should try 
to combine it with the meaning of 
“H” and “R,” for the three make 
splendid companions. A good mean- 
ing for “W. S. S.” besides “War Sav- 
ing Stamp,” is W— work, S— saving. 
S — self-denial. Uncle Sam is an in- 
genious speller, and he also supplies 
us with good “battle cries,” the Peirce 
Schools being: 

Thrifty and true, thrifty and true, 
Uncle Sam, I’m for you. 

So now three cheers for the red, white 
and blue, 

Hip, hip, hurrah! 

The Thrift Army, under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Stevens, has done no 
end of good to anyone, except, per- 
haps, the candy-stores, and possibly 
the doctors. But perhaps they will 
forgive us, as it is all for our great 
country and Uncle Sam.

DEMONSTRATION AT TECHNICAL 
HIGH SCHOOL. ALL INVITED!

HORACE K. TURNER 


GARDEN CUTWORMS 


Funeral services were held Wednes- 
day for the late Horace K. Turner at 
the Chapel, Mt. Auburn cemetery. 
Mr. Turner was formerly president of 
the Horace K. Turner Company, pub- 
lishers in Boston of photographic 
prints. He died in Wellfleet, follow 
ing an illness of several months. He 
was born at Quincy. 111., forty-five 
years ago. Upon his retirement from 
the Horace K. Turner Company he 
organized the Children of America’s 
Army of Relief. Tills was for work 
among school children throughout the 
United States, encouraging them to 
contribute toward the relief of or- 
phaned and destitute children in the 
European countries devastated by 
war. The school children were urged 
to earn personally the sums they con- 
tributed for this general relief pur- 
pose and under Mr. Turner’s leader- 
ship a total of $450,000 was thus 
raised by children in this country. 
Mr. Turner was general secretary of 
the organization until it was merged 
with the general relief work of the 
Junior Red Cross. 

At the time of his death ho was a 
resident of West Newton, hut for ten 
years previous had lived at Oak Hill, 
Newton Centre. He is survived by a 
widow and four children.

Cutworms are one of the most 
troublesome and destructive insect 
pest with which the gardener has to 
contend. We are all familiar with 
their work and anyone who has a gar- 
den has been the victim of its destruc- 
tive work. 

The most common form of cut- 
w’orms are robust, soft, nearly smooth, 
/caterpillars, varying in color from 
pale gray to black. The moths, night 
flying, are about 1 to 1 3-4 inches 

across tho expanded wings. The 
color varies from gray to brown, the 
fore-wings sometimes spotted or 
striped. 

Cutworms are what are termed 
"general feeders," and destroy plants 
of every description, especially the 
young, tender plants which have just 
been set out from the greenhouse. 
Their method of attack, carried out at 
night, is to cut off the plants at about 
ground level. As the caterpillars are 
often of large size and always vora- 
cious feeders, they can cut off and 
destroy a great many plants in one 
night ; in many cases more than they 
can entirely devour at one time. 

By the proper application of reme- 
dies, however, this cutworm trouble 
can readily he controlled. The cut- 
worm, after its destructive work, be- 
comes full grown and enters the 
ground to change to pupae. This pu- 
pae stage is of variable duration, 
from a few days to a few weeks, ac- 
cording to temperature and other nat- 
ural conditions. Then the moth 
emerges ami resumes its functions of 
reproduction. The eggs are laid on 
stieks and grass. When the young 
hatch they feed on succulent plants 
until the approach of cold weather, 
when they enter the ground, half 
grown, to hibernate until spring, when 
they emerge to continue their work j 
of destruction. 

The best method of control is t He 
use of poisoned bran. Thoroughly 
mix one-half pound of Paris Green 
and ten pounds of bran. Into this , 
mixture put a quart of cheap molas- 
ses or syrup. Add enough water to 
make a dry, crumbly mash. Let this 
stand about two hours for the bran 
to take up the poison. 

Seatter this bran thinly along the 
rows and about the base of the plants 
to be protected as soon us cutworms 
first appear. Toward evening is the 
best time to do this, as the worms 
feed at night. 

Another simple control in small 
areas is to poke around in the soil 
about the plants which have been cut 
off. The culprit, after cutting a plant 
takes refuge about an inch below 
grouud close to the plant, where it j 
can readily be located.

NEW SAVING SYSTEM IN CHINA 


Scheme Devised by Authorities 8hows 

How Western Ideas Have Begun 
to Permeate the Country. 

For the purpose of supplementing 
pensions given by the Chinese govern- 
ment to superannuated letter carriers 
a system has been inaugurated by the 
ministry of the Interior, whereby the 
annual allowance mny be raised to a 
livable Income. 

The new system provides for the 
deposit by postal employees of one- 
twentieth of their salaries, tho de- 
posits to bear interest at a rate not 
yet determined. Where postal sav- 
ings hanks have already been es- 
tablished they shall he used, and 
hanks elsewhere will be authorized 
to undertake the handling of the nc- 
cotmts. 

The plnn Is elastic In that It will 
benefit the contributor not only In 
Ids old nge, but In case of nccldent 
or emergency. Money mny be drawn 
out up to a certain point for such ex- 
penses ns Illness, the marriage or 
death of n member of one’s family, etc. 
Savings and accumulated Interest will 
he paid In full or on installment plnn 
to members retiring from the police 
force. 

Before the savings system wns put 
into operation It was submitted for ap- 
proval to the officers of the police 
forces, who assembled In Peking for 
the purpose of I'iscussing the mutter. 
The ministry of the interior had their 
unanimous npprovnl of the plan, and 
It Is expected thnt officers of the 
provinces will also wish to adopt It. 


GENIUS INSPIRED BY WAR 


John Masefield, English Poet and Nov- 
elist, Sees Feast of Spiritual 
Conceptions in Future. 

John Masefield, the poet and novel- 
ist, thinks tlmt the devnstntlng war In 
Europe by way of compensation will 
Inspire great Intellects such ns flour- 
ished after the Napoleonic struggle: 

"We shall have new Darwins, Spen- 
cers and Carlyles with new messages 
tlmt will reach the whole world. We 
shall have new Shelleys in poetry. Peo- 
ple will feast upon new spiritual con- 
ceptions ns remote ns possible from 
the great tragedy. They will turn to 
the romantic and fantastic, the beauti- 
ful, just as they did after the Napo- 
leonic wars." 

That Is a consummation devoutly to 
he wished. Certainly in the present 
dearth of genius it is gratifying to be- 
lieve tlmt the world 1ms a new Shelley 
and a new Byron in the cradle, horn at 
the outbreak of tho war ns they were 
horn at the outbreak of the French 
revolution. Perhaps there are other 
Darwins and Spencers and Carlyles to 
come. But considering thnt the “First 
Principles" wns published In 1SG2. "So- 
ciology” in 18*2 and the "Descent of 
Man" In 1871. did the Crimean war and 
our own Civil war lmve any part In in- 
spiration? Shall we infer that the war 
between the states stimulated mid-Vic- 
torian literature while doing little to 
inspire American letters? — Exchange. 


Sunken Treasure.

The present gen- 
eration is about to revive the profes- 
sion of searching for the treasure ships 
of the sens on a scale which. If he 
could know it, would stir the keenest 
Interest. True, tills nge Is not for men 
of ids kind. lie 1ms been shamefully 
outdone In piracy, and now he will be 
out-captained in the salvage of buried 
treasure by reason of the stupendous 
plans which are being made for raising 
ships sunk by German submarines. At 
the end of the war charts and airships 
will, it Is planned, loento the wrecks 
within the war zone. Coni will be 
sucked out of flooded holds by pipes, 
ns vacuum cleaners draw up dust. 
Metal cargoes and steel plates will he 
recovered by magnets, acting In combi- 
nation with powerful blasts of air. The 
romance of hunting for the gold of 
the Spanish galleons will be nothing 
to the romance of salvaging this the 
greatest fleet ever sent to the bottom. 
Is it possible tlmt we may cross the 
Atlantic on the Lusitania once more? — 
Christian Science Monitor.

GARAGE FIRES 


Section 7S of the regulations of the 
Fire Prevention Commissioner on 
garages prohibits smoking therein 
Investigation has proven to me that 
this regulation is violated promiscu- 
ously in nearly every garage in the 
Metropolitan District. I believe few 
people realize how serious the conse 
quences of the violation of this regu- 
lation may be. Gasoline vaporizes 
and emits an inflammable vapor at 
about 0 degrees F., which, when 
mixed with air in proper proportion, 
forms a high explosive. The ignition 
temperature of this explosive mixture 
is about G19 degrees F., while the tem- 
perature of the flame of a common 
match is above 900 degrees F. This 
vapor being about three times heav- 
ier than air, sinks to the floor and 
flows like water. This vapor is at all 
times present in garages and. if pres- 
ent in sufficient quantity, will ignite 
from a lighted cigar, pipe or cigarette. 
A great many serious fires have been 
caused by smoking in garages result- 
ing not only in great property loss, 
hut also in loss of life. The Newton 
police department has been notified 
to summon into court all violators of 
he regulations.

THANKS RED ( ROSS 

Camp Jackson, S. C., 

June 9, 1918. 

Denr Editor: — 

I am one of the eighty-eight draft- 
ees that left Newton for Fort Slocum, 
N. Y.. last Monday, June the third. 

1 am taking the liberty of writing 
this letter In the hope that you will 
print all or parts of it, to show the 
people nt Newton how good the Red 
Cross people were to us. all nlong the 
route to camp. 

We left Newton nt 9.45 A.M. on 
Monday, June third. Before we left 
Framingham post cards were passed 
to nil of us nnd we were told the Rod 
Cross would stamp nnd post them for 
us in Worcester. At Worcester the 
cards were collected, and wo were 
given cigarettes, candy, nnd hot coffee 
by Rod Cross girls. 

Wo reached Fort Slocum nt about 6 
P.M., Tuesday. Wednesday nnd 
Thursday we spent nt the Fort get- 
ting our uniforms nnd being examined, 
vnccinnted nnd inoculntod. Friday 
morning we left about ten o’clock on 
a boat for Jersey City, N. J. Here 
the Red Cross met us about noon time 
and gave us a lunch nnd hot coffee. 
They also gave us post cards to send 
home, and mnlled them for us. 

We boarded the train for South 
Carolina, and at one o’clock contin- 
ued on our journey. The Red Cross 
at Philadelphia were waiting for us 
with Ice cream, daily papers and cig- 
arettes. We arrived in Washington 
about ten o’clock at night. Here we 
left the train, nnd the Red Cross gave 
us rolls and hot coffee. Wo spent the 
night sleeping as host we could and 
during the morning reached Raleigh, 
N. C. Hero we again left the train 
and were well treated by the Red 
Cross. We then took a short hike to 
stretch the kinks out of our legs. We 
reached a small town called Hamlet, 
in South Carolina, about five o'clock. 
Here the Red Cross treated us to lem- 
onade nnd fruit. Our next and last 
stop was Camp Jackson, which we 
reached about one o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

Do not think that all we had to eat 
was what was given us by the Red 
Cross. We carried our army food on 
the train with us. and took on hot cof- 
fee at various places. 

The fellows certainly appreciated 
what the Red Cross has done for us 
so far, and it is in this small way that 
we can show the folks at home that 
the Red Cross should he helped 
every time they ask for help.

MEN NEEDED FOR PATRIOTIC 
SERVICE 

The great opportunity for men at 
home to do real patriotic service nnd 
nt the snme time have an interesting 
line of recrentlonnl work is ottered by 
the Boy Scout organization. 

There nre plenty of hoys nvnilablc, 
hut they lnck lenders, nnd unless 
more men step forward nnd help with 
the work, it will he impossible for 
the Scouts to handle the various lines 
of Community Service that they nre 
expected to do nnd nre rendy nml will- 
ing to do under proper leadership. 

During the past year, fifteen Scout- 
masters nml Assistant Scoutmasters 
in Newton, Needham nnd Wellesley 
have gone Into the army nnd navy. 

A few men of the highest type, rec- 
ognizing the importance of the ser- 
vice, have actively tnken up the work, 
but there Is great need for more such 
men to serve ns Scoutmasters or As- 
sistant Scoutmasters in nearly all lo- 
calities. 

The organization Is well laid out 
and each scout troop has its own com- 
munity to serve, but if n link in the 
chain is missing, the work cannot be 
done. 

Here are the hoys’ time, energy, 
ambition and willingness going to 
waste in war time for lack of suffi- 
cient leadership. 

What is more important to the com- 
munity than the proper handling of 
this great reserve, which quickly de- 
velops Into first line forces? 

No man need be deterred by his 
lnck of knowledge of Scout require- 
ments. What the boys need Is lead- 
ership. The necessary instruction 
can be arranged. The Federal Gov- 
ernment and national organizations 
are constantly calling upon the Boy 
Scouts to act as distributors of Infor. 
mation and to assist in Liberty Loan 
and War Savings Work. This district 
has a large number of Scouts in pro- 
portion to the population, nnd even 
with the present number, no scout 
need have more than twenty to twen- 
ty-five houses to cover in a house-to- 
house canvass, hut without a Scout- 
master to direct the work in each vil- 
lage, it can not he systematically 
done. 

Are the men available as officers 
going to be the slackers in this work 
behind the lines? Men should ask 
themselves whether they cannot use 
some of tlieir time to better advan 
tage than they are using It now, and 
whether the direction of a live organ 
ization in the conduct of war service 
and in the development of good citi- 
zens may not be more effective than 
their most strenuous individual activ- 
ities.

The Itcd Cross Is mnklng n drive* 
tills month for socks and tho Special 
Aid lias been asked to assist In Rett inn 
(lie 025 pairs which the work rooms at 
tho Y. M. C. A. arc to furnish. In ad- 
dition to these, the Special Aid Is ask 
ing ItH knitters to make an average 
of 300 pairs of socks a month for tho 
next four months to fill the rcgulpr 
pledges and to have ready October 1, 
1000 pairs for Lt. Com. Ware. Careful 
attention on the part of knitters to 
a few details will lighten the labor of 
those whose duty It Is to Inspect tho 
work. 

1. Never tie or leave knots In wool. 
Weave ends of wool together for from 
four to six Inches. 

2. I3e sure that your socks ore 
mutes. A man’s feet are usually the 
same size. His socks should he also. 

3. Never leave long ends of wool 
on inside of socks. Weave them in 
smoothly, always running thread 
lengthwise rather than across. 

4. Make soft, smooth toes.. A 
“Kitchener Too” Is by far the best, 
hut it must be correctly made, or It 
Is the worst toe possible. Never leave 
hard ridges and never sew "over and 
over”. Weave tho wool In and out with 
fine stitches, feeling carefully on both 
inside and outside to make sure there 
are no hard knots or lumps. 

5. Do not mnke pointed toes.

A large service flag bearing one 
hundred and thirty stars was unfurled 
in front of the Sacred Heart Church. 
Newton Centre, before one of the larg- 
est crowds that this village has seen 
for many years. The flag represents 
: the men of the parish who are now* en- 
i gaged in some form or other, of serv- 
ice for this government, and the large 
| number is a splendid example of the 
patriotism and willingness on the part 
of Newton's young men to sacrifice 
their all for the good of others. 

Prior to the flag exercises there was 
a street parade with many organiza- 
i tions representing religious, military 
and civic societies in the line of march 
which led thru the principal streets 
of the section. An outstanding feature 
of the program, however, was the 
presence of several of our leading 
citizens, United States Senator John 
W. Weeks. Mayor Edwin O. Childs. 
Hon. Michael J. Murray, justice of the 
Municipal Court, Boston, Rev. Fr. T. 
i A. Curtin, pastor of the Sacred Heart 
Church, and Lieut. James A. Waters 
of Camp Devens, each of whom gave 
Intensely interesting addresses. 

The parade was led by Mr. A. W. 
Moriarty as chief marshal and made 
a splendid appearance especially as 
it passed in front of the church and 
was reviewed by Senator Weeks. 
Mayor Childs, Fr. Curtin and others 
The make-up of the parade was as 
follows: 

Platoon of Police, Sergt. Seaver. 
commanding; Aides; Waltham Watch 
Co. Band; Co. A. 11th Regt., M. S. G.. 
Capt. Waldron H. Rand, Jr., command- 
ing; Fathers of Boys of Parish in the 
service on foot; Mothers of Boys of 
Parish in the service in autos; Float 
bearing 58 children who had just re- 
ceived their first commuiffon : Boy 
Scouts; Working Boys’ Home Fife and 
Drum Corps; Holy Name Society, each 
member bearing flag; Italian mem- 
bers of Parish; Float bearing Miss 
Columbia (Miss Priscilla Vachon) and 
attendants, and Bovs and Girls of 
Parish. 

On the steps of the church over a 
hundred young girls, who. as they 
sang ''The Star Spangled Banner,” to 
the accompaniment of the band, pulled 
together on the cords which released 
the two flags, the National colors and 
the service flag which bore the 130 
stars in the form of a cross. 

Speeches by the honored guest 
were then in order. Mr. Edmund F. 
Butler presiding and introduction the 
orators who, each in turn, were ac- 
corded much applause. 

Rev. T. A. Curtin was the first 
speaker and urged his parishioners to 
keep up the good work of the parish 
in responding to the country’s needs, 
adding that there was no doubt but 
what the 130 men already in the serv- 
ice representing the parish, were as 
fine a lot of young men as could be 
found anywhere. "And what we say 
of our parish,” he emphasized, "we 
can say of any Catholic parish in the 
United States for we glory in the fact 
that 50 pet cent of the Army is made 


' up of Catholics. We are lovers of the 
j United States Government and the 
principles It represents and are the 
fondest defenders of Its sacred institu- 
tions. That patriotism everywhere 
manifested, by them Is learned from 
the teachings of the Catholic Church.’* 

Mayor Childs paid a tribute from 
the city to the men In the service say- 
ing that the city was ever ready to 
honor them, living or dead. “These 
boys heard their country’s call and 
answered It,” he said, "and help consti- 
tute a great army made up of men 
from varied walks of life and of vari- 
ous creeds, yet shoulder to shoulder In 
tent, in the field, at the mess table, 
they are the guardians of the greatest 
republic on earth. True Americans, 
loviag peace, hating war. they go out 
from this parish resolved to preserve 
the blessings of liberty. The call to- 
day is for men; it comes with the 
same force to one and all and the man- 
ner in which he answers that call 
stamps him as a patriot or a slacker." 

Senator Weeks then paid the na- 
. t ion’s respects to the men In service 
and to their parents, particularly the 
mothers. He reminded his audience 
that all at home must do their bit in 
assuming war’s burdens if our country 
; is to be victorious, and declared that 
no odium attaches to the word "con* 
i scripted.” 

j "In other wars.” the senator said. 

! “we have sent our boys to fight un- 
prepared. Congress tock care that that 
should not be said of the present con- 
flict. so we spent 150 millions of dol- 
lars in building cantonments In which 
to prepare to fight well. We pay them 
twice as much as any other country; 
we provided for allowances to be made 
by the Government to tak° care of de- 
pendents; we provided lor war insur- 
ance and a compensation act. These 
provisions had the unanimous senti- 
ment of all. We have sent our boys to 
the other side to fight our battles with- 
out complaint, to make this sacrifice 
for us. Are we doing all we can to 
promote their success? That we must 
answer for ourselves. Everyone knows 
what he can do to aid his Government. 
Let everyone ask am I doing all I can 
to promote the cause. If you are not 
you are a slacker and there are not 
many slackers in Massachusetts. The 
outcome of this struggle means either 
freedom for the world or else a mili- 
tary subserviency, a thing wp cannot 
conceive of. Do not abate in any de- 
gree your efforts to promote the suc- 
cess of the cause where so much is at 
stake, or else we are untrue to democ- 
racy. ourselves and to the boys or> the 
other side.”

Mr. Hamburgh was unanimously 
nominated for the district governor- 
ship of the New England district of 
twenty Rotary clubs in tho six states 
last February, at the district confer- 
ence!. Ho goes to Kansas City on 
Saturday, 22d, with the New England 
delegation of nearly eighty Ilotarians 
from the district, and about ten mem- 
bers from tho Canadian provinces.

City. At his retirement from the 
presidency the club members pre- 
sented to him a purse of $250 in gold, 
and the club gave him a gold badge 
indicating his past presidency. 

About two thousand business men 
of New England are now included in 
this Rotarlan movement, which con- 
sists of over 400 clubs in the United 
States, Canada. Great Britain, Cuba, 
and Hawaii. About 42,000 members 
are now enlisted, and many of the 
important committees engaged in war 
activities are directed by Ilotarians 
in all parts of the country. The Fos- 
dick commission is almost complete- 
ly Rotarian in membership, and many 
of the clubs have been instrumental 
in raising entire allotments in the 
various drives for funds and in the 
sales of Liberty Bonds.

DOING FINE WORK 

Sergt. David E. Putnam, formerly of 
Waban, is reported to have downed 
five Germans on June 10. Three of 
his aerial victories are now official, 
and the others are under investiga- 
tion. This record, if the five victo- 
ries are o^ciwllv accredited, makes 
total thirteen, and causes him to 
supplant Lieut. Frank Baylies of New 
Bedford, Mass., as the American ace 
of aces. 

The feat accredited Sergeant Put- 
nam is the most notable performed 
by an American aviator. Lieut. Rene 
Fonck, a French ace, on May 9 
brought down six German machines. 
Capt. H. W. Wollett of the British 
Royal Flying Corps has been reported 
to have brought down thirteen enemy 
planes in one day. The despatch 
from Paris indicates that two aerial 
victories placed to Sergeant Putnam’s 
credit have not so far been reported. 
His sixth triumph in the air was an- 
nounced on June 7, and nothing since 
that time has been received relative 
to other German machines being 
brought down. First Lieutenant Bay- 
lies is officially credited with twelve 
enemy airplanes. 

Sergeant Putnam is a descendant of 
Israel Putnam. Oil April 23 it was 
announced that he had been awarded 
the War Cross by the French govern-

FLAG FESTIVAL 


Help the market gardeners as well 
as yourselves! 

Mr. Jenks of our Horticultural De- 
partment, after going over the market 
garden situation near Boston, says 
that the market gardeners are hav- 
ing trouble in disposing of their spin- 
ach. Very soon it will have to be 
plowed under. The price at the pres- 
ent time is extremely low, and we are 
assured that it never will be any 
cheaper. • 

We are beginning to realize the 
value of spinach, and other leaf 
greens in the diet. When we learn 
from such authority as Dr. McCullum 
that in only a few foods do we find 
vitamines or growth producing ele- 
ments, and that the leaf greens are 
one of these foods, we immediately 
put more value on green vegetables. 

Can you not buy a bushel or more of 
spinach, and can or dry it immedi- 
ately? There is little or no trouble 
connected with the preserving of 
spinach. The directions for canning 
are as follows: 

Wash the spinach thoroughly, tie it 
in a cheesecloth hag and steam twen- 
ty minutes. Do not put the spinach 
into hot water to blanch, as in that 
method, nearly all the valuable min- 
eral content is lost. Plunge Imme- 
diately into cold water just for a mo- 
ment and pack into clean jars, press- 
ing the spinach down well. Add one 
teaspoonful of salt to the quart, do 
not add any water, put on the rubber, 
adjust the cover and sterilize in boil- 
ing water ninety minutes, counting 
the time after the water begins to 
boil. When the sterilization period is 
completed, remove the jar from the 
hot water hath, snap down the cover, 
sealing it tightly. 

Do what you can to save the crop.

SALVAGE SHIPS WITH FLOATS 


Sunken Vessels May Be Brought to 
Surface by New Collapsible De- 
vice Recently Invented. 

A novel method of salvaging sunken 
ships has been devised by Dr. Sylvio 
Pellieo Portolln, of Rio do Janeiro, 
says the Popular Science Monthly. 

The invention consists of a specially 
built tender which carries collapsible 
floats made of waterproof material. 
The floats occupy very little space un- 
til they are put into use and inflated, 
They are constructed in such a man- 
ner that they will assume a number 
of different shapes when they are in- 
flated. 

Taken down to the wrefck by divers, 
they are attached to the vessel both 
Inside and outside and are connected 
with the tender by linos of hose. When 
in place they are Inflated by air pres- 
sure from the tender. As they swell, 
they displace the water from within 
as well as from without, and their 
buoyancy causes the wreck to float up- 
ward to the surface.

Way They Have in the Army. 

You begin to learn that the array 
has ways of its own, and that Its ways 
are not civilian ways, pretty soon after 
you get Into It, observes a writer in 
the Saturday Evening Post. Orders 
that must be obeyed without question 
and without delay’, telling you to do 
tilings that you have never done be- 
fore, and don’t know why you are do- 
ing now, always make n civilian gasp 
a little at first. You discover that to 
question and to seek to discover the 
motive and ultimate aim of any order 
that you do not understand is purely 
instinctive. You ask yourself quite 
automatically: “Why should I do 
this?” or “Shall I do this?” When you 
hnve been In the army a little while 
you discover that the answer Is “Yes." 
There Is no other answer, so after a 
while you quit asking yourself foolish 
questions. This is what may he called 
“the effect of discipline." We Amer- 
icans are always being told that we 
are the most undisciplined people on 
earth ; that we do as we please and 
that a rigorously ordered life and dis- 
cipline would do us good and make 
us more effective. Well, I am here to 
state that the theory and belief is now 
being tested out In about a million of 
us, and If after the war we don’t come 
in out of the rain i»t will he because 
there is nobody there to tell us to 
come in. 


American Machine Is Popular Among 
Larger Farmers — Demand Is in 
Excess of Supply. 

The use of tractors In Scotland for 
farming purposes has Increased re- 
markably during the past two years, 
and the present demand Is far In ex- 
cess of the supply, writes Vice Consul 
E. R. Pottle, Dundee. The very high 
prices and costly upkeep of farm 
horses, added to the heavier expenses 
for labor, have compelled the larger 
farmers to he on the lookout for the 
host type of utility tractor. 

The necessary jiolnts seem to he: 
Sufficient power with n reserve; 
strength nnd simplicity of construc- 
tion; ability to run on common paraffin 
with economical consumption; calla- 
ble of being operated by one 
man; toughness nnd durability of 
parts; easy adjustment; and abil- 
ity to pull harrows, rollers, cultiva- 
tors, etc., over broken ground. 

A locnl farmers’ association has 
stated that it would he difficult for 
any other class of farmers than those 
cultivating more than ICO ncros to 
make use economically of tractors, un- 
less the smaller farmers can combine 
to use one tractor among several of 
them. 

There Is no doubt that tractors hove 
come to stay, and it Is only a question 
of a short time until a hiring system 
will he found which will work con- 
veniently and economically In much 
the same way as In thrashing. Sev- 
eral American tractors already ore on 
the Scottish market, In limited num- 
bers on account of Import restrictions, 
hut experience hns given the Scottish 
farmer great confidence in any Ameri- 
can mnke of farm machinery, nnd 
doubtless there will be a great demnnd 
for American tractors after the war. 


Motion Pictures in Bahamas. 

A communication has been received 
by the American consulate from a citi- 
zen of Nassau, writes Consul W. F. 
Doty, Nassau, Bahamas, stating that n 
movement Is on foot to obtain motion 
pictures of a high character for use 
in that city. The kinds of film de- 
sired are: Animated weekly, udven- 
ture, scenic and natural history, well- 
known hooks, plays, folk stories, etc., 
and humor without vulgarity. It is 
proposed that pictures shall be sup- 
plied fortnightly, \\jth a reserve of two 
weeks in stock, to cover irregularities 
of delivery. 


Her Narrow Escape. 

One day, when Dorothy’s mother 
wus reading to the little girl, she eume 
to the word “gravitation."

HOPE RUSSIA’S ART IS SAFE 


Outside World Anxious for Preserva- 
tion of Masterpieces Held In the 
Chaotic Capital. 

Chaos has now apparently descended 
upon the Russian capital, nnd the out- 
side world can only hope that someone 
In that unhappy center of revolution 
nnd discord hns seen to it that the 
hundreds of masterpieces in the na- 
tional collection shall be placed In a 
comparatively safe hiding place until 
the storms of war are over, says the 
Boston Transcript. 

A brief summary of the facts given 
In the prefnee to the three volume 
French catalogue of the Hermitage 
(Petrogrnd’s great art gallery) will 
suffice to convey some Idea of the won- 
derful riches of this collection. At 
the time that this catalogue was pub- 
lished the gallery contained 1.044 paint- 
ings, of which 331 belonged to the Ital- 
ian school, 117 to the Spanish school. 
040 to the Germanic schools (Flemish, 
Dutch nnd German), eight to the Eng- 
lish school, 172 to the French school, 
and 07 to the Russian school. 

Those 1.044 pictures were selected 
from a total of more than 4.000 pic- 
tures acquired since the time of Cath- 
erine II. Those of the 4.000 which 
were not given a place in the Petro- 
grad galleries were hung in t lie winter 
palace and in the other royal resi- 
dences of Tsarkoe Solo, Peterhof and 
Gatchina, and in the museum of Mos- 
cow. 


BAN ON OLIVE OIL EXPORTS 

Royal Order Calls Halt on Shipments 
Except Essentials, From Spain 
to United States. 

Olive oil exports from Spain, of | 
which large quantities formerly were j 
shipped both directly nnd via France 
nnd Italy to the United States nnd j 
other foreign markets, from Barcelona 
nnd Seville, are prohibited by a recent 
royal order, states commerce reports. 
In southern Spain nnd In the region 
of Catalonia, the olive oil industry has 
been an important source of revenue 
to the growers who export to foreign 
refineries, whence the oil was often 
shipped to the United States, as of 
really non-Spanish production. Re- 
cently the direct exports of the com- 
modity from Spain to the United States 
hnve increased considerably with the 
development of the American taste for 
the oil produced in Spain. 

There is no embargo on exports of 
essential oils such as pennyroyal, rose- 
mary, sage, thyme nnd lavender, the 
Spanish production of which is large- 
ly destined for foreign markets, and 
shipment of which is made direct from 
Spain to the United States, France, 
and elsewhere. These oils are pro- 
duced especially In the regions of Mur- 
cia nnd Malaga, where many medical 
herbs are grown for domestic con- 
sumption and export. As compara- 
tively little use is made in Spain of 
several oils derived from the plants 
mentioned and other oil-producing 
herbs, the local market is limited; but 
the industry may be developed indefi- 
nitely in view of the favorable cli- 
matic conditions of those sections of 
Spain where the plants flourish. In 
1910 tl\e declared exports of essentiul 
oils from Malaga to the United States 
were valued at $17£>,104; those from 
Almeria, at $21,920; and those from 
Barcelona, at $13,220.

Sugar Acreage in India. 

British India’s sugar cane acreage 
!s from 0 to 10 per cent larger, accord- 
ing to the second official crop estimate 
for 1917-18. This forecast Is based on 
reports furnished by provinces that 
contain 99 per cent of the sugar area 
of India, nnd these reports Indicate an 
acreage for the crop of 2,505,000, as 
against an estimated 2,340,000 acres nt 
the corresponding date a year ago, an 
increuse of 10 per cent. As compared 
with the final estimate (2,414,000 
acres) for 1910-17. the present estimate 
shows an Increase of 0 per cent. 

The Indian Trade Journal states 
that, while the crop was affected to n 
certain extent by heavy rain nnd floods 
in low-lying areas In parts of the Unit- 
ed Provinces, the Punjab nnd Bengal, 
and by disease nnd Insect pests in 
some of the eastern districts of the 
United Provinces, the prospects of the 
crop, on the whole, are good. 

Sewing Machine as Ornament. 

Thrilling tales of the grit, persist- 
ence nnd skill of the woman workers 
In England's munition plants were re- 
counted by Miss Mary Fraser, visiting 
representative of the war savings de- 
partment, Britisli treasury, in an ad- 
dress to a Washington audience. She 
luid stress on the fact that woman 
workers were on a pay par with men. 

“What do they do with the money?" 
she was asked. 

“Well, many of them do buy phono- 
graphs and fur coats, but the govern- 
ment is willing, because their work is 
good,” she replied. 

“And tlie men?" asked a mere man. 

“Mostly they buy sewing machines," 
Miss Fraser said. "1 heard of one man 
who said he had two front windows, 
and tlie house didn't look, well with a 
machine in only one window, so he 
bought two." 


Fisheries at Five Fathom Bank. 

Five Fathom Bank, which lies out- 
side of the territorial waters of the 
United States, about eight nautical 
miles to the east of Wildwood. N. J.. 
yielded during the past year more than 
2,500 tons of food fish, with a value 
of $238,839 to the fishermen. There 
were 21 pound nets in operation. A 
statistical agent of the United States 
bureau of fisheries was detailed to vis- 
it Anglesea, Wildwood, and Sea Isle 
City, N. J„ for the purpose of collect- 
ing these statistics.

Material Also Converted Into Cotton I 
and Wool and Pressed Into 
Sheets or Pads. 

In Venice they are spinning glass for 
commercial uses, converting it info 
glass cotton and glass wool pressed 
into sheets or pads, says the Popular 
Science Monthly. Although the prin- 
cipal use of the product at present is 
for Insulation, we have heard the word 
of the Italian makers, that It serves 
admirably for making artificial hair, 
wigs, perukes, doll's hair, Santa Claus 
beards and other hirsute adornments. 

Tlie processes of manufacture are 
simple. Solid glass rods, made of pure 
American soda that contains no adul- 
teration of lead or other metal, are 
\vorked into fluff under a Bunsen 
burner nnd blowpipe. A bicycle wheel, 
minus the tire, winds up the threads. 
If the threads are sufficiently fine they 
curl and fluff out like wool. 

The product Is now marketed in 
three forms — glass cotton, glass wool.

THE ARKANSAS TRAVELER 

Beinfi First Impressions ol n Remarkable Stale 
From a Few Days Observation 


Meetings of the National Editorial 
Association have three distinct fea 
tures which are highly valued by 
those editors who realize the import- 
ance of the annual conventions. 

Besides the opportunity of ex- 
changing idens and opinions regard- 
ing the newspaper profession and the 
delight of renewing pleasant acquaint- 
ances with newspaper friends from all 
parts of the country, one is usually 
offorded an unusual opportunity to see 
the various states of the union under 
very best conditions. 

With these thoughts in mind I 
made arrangements to attend the an- 
nual convention of the Association, 
held this year in the state of Arkansas. 
Like many others, I have usually 
taken Arkansas as I have many other 
states of the Union ns a mere spot on 
the map. having no unusual features 
and probably the last state, or one of 
tlie last states in the country with any- 
thing worth while. 

Possibly the record which 1 expect 
to make of the trip mny indicate to 
what extent my preliminary ideas of 
the state have been changed. 

Leaving Boston on Friday afternoon, 
the last day of May, 1 reached St. 
Louis on Saturday evening after a long 
hot and dirty ride across the great 
praires of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois. 

The one feature of this trip whicli 
struck me as unusual, w’as the appar- 
ent indifference of the municipalities of 
those states, especially Indiana, on 
the matter of danger of railroad cross- 
ings at grade. Even in the large city 
of Indianapolis, this was noticeable 
for, on many if not all of the grade 
crossings east of the city there were 
no crossing gates, and what few there 
were did not seem to be in use. Ap- 
parently the only protection to the 
public at these crossings w’as an at- 
tendant. usually an old man, holding 
a standard on which was the word 
"stop". 

I have now crossed the Mississippi 
several times and have yet to realize 
just why it is called "The Father of 
Waters”, for at none of the places 
where I have crossed has the river 
been much larger than the Connecti- 
cut at Hartford or the Hudson at New 
York. At St. Louis it was a very or- 
dinary stream of water, and was only 
interesting from its reputation. 

St. Louis impressed me as having 
a very large lumber market, for the 
railroad yards appeared to be covered 
for many acres with hugh piles of 
lumber. 

The Union station, of which St. 
Louis boasts so loudly, cannot com- 
pare with the South Station in Boston 
either in size or convenience and ut- 
terly failed to impress ine as out of 
the ordinary. 

St. Louis was evidently awake to 
the war situation, for the boys in 
kakhi were very much in evidence. 
Companies of recruits were marching 
thru its streets and the railroad yards 
were filled with cars for their ac- 
commodation. 

1 had time for a brief trip thru the 
business section of the city; admired 
the sunken garden at 13th street, and 
the splendid avenue at 12th street. 
After the long railroad ride I also 
thoroly enjoyed a splendid and quiet 
room at the Warwick hotel. 

Sunday morning I met friends who 
were going to the convention from 
Minnesota, Michigan and other north- 
ern states and we had possession of an 
entire car. I was very much sur- 
prised at the kind of country to the 
south and west of St. l^ouis. I ex- 
pected a low. flat and uninteresting 
trip. On the contrary, the land was very 
much like tlie southern part of New 
Hampshire, rather hilly and more or 
less covered with handsome trees. 
The farms, here and there, were small 
and cheap. The houses were mostly 
cabins, some of them built of logs, and 
1 saw several with roofs of corrugated 
iron, it must have been hot in the 
one or two rooms under sucli roofs. 
There was usually a little piazza in 
front of each house on which was a 
dilapidated rocker or swing seat of 
some kind. There was no cellar, the 
house being placed on piles, and the 
space underneath filled with all kinds 
of discarded materials. The yards 
were unkempt and looked dirty and 
most unattractive, Pigs and children 
were plentiful, however, and 1 place 
the pigs lirst in order of cleanliness. 

Tills kind of scenery was somewhat 
relieved by the beautiful wildflowers 
all along the railroad track. There 
were thousands of what I was told 
were “Black-eyed Susans” a flower 
resembling our daisy, except that the 
petals are a beautiful rich pink and 
hang down from the centre instead 
of being horizontal. There was also 
a species of wild verbena which was 
also attractive. 

Passing over off thru the hills, we 
came to the so-called bottom lands of 
the White and Black rivers, altho why 
these particular names were chosen 
is a mystery, for both of them, were 
like all other southern rivers — muddy 
and turbid and apparently good places 
to keep away from, it was very evi- 
dent that the residents of this part 
of the country would like to have the 
rivers keep away from them for there 
hud just been some severe and un- 
usually late floods, and the whole- 
country seemed drowned. Many cot- 
ton fields wero ruined and we were 
told would have to be planted with 
corn instead. Tlie water seemed 
everywhere, standing in pools ulong 
the track, and in between the rows of 
earth on the cultivated land, while the 
roads were mere beds of mud. It is 
most evident that wlmt tills country 
needs is udequate drainage combined 
with ample levees on the river banks. 
Just before I left home I noticed ad- 
vertisements in the Boston papers of 
the sale of bonds for certain drainage 
districts of Arkansas and 1 can rer- 
tuinly testify that the money is needed 
for that purpose. 

This kind of country continued un- 
til we reached Little Rock, the largest 
city and capital of the stale, and it is 
most apparent that drainage is the 
one big problem for the eastern part 
of Arkansas at least. 

We were also surprised at the muny 
fields of wheat which we noticed »11 


along the lino of travel. Fields, which 
ns we went further south grew more 
and more yellow, until they were a 
beautiful sight. There were also 
large fields of cotton, just coming up 
and corn was well along, in some 
places beginning to tassel. We passed 
thru one small villnge where it was 
said 136 car loads of strawberries had 
been shipped the season just closed. 

The country must he most fertile 
and with seasons extending from 
March thru October, is ndnpted to 
many kinds of products. 

Little Rock has an official popula- 
tion of about 45,000 but the inhabit- 
ants calmly claim SO, 000 ami even 100,- 
000. It has the state capitnl, one of 
the most beautiful I have ever seen, 
with a dome like our own state house, 
but built of granite, and tho inter- 
ior is most attractive in plain marble, 
without any decoration to detract from 
its plain and impressive beauty. There 
are many good shops and the streets 
are w’ell paved. Possibly it is not fair 
to judge its hotel service from a few 
days of crowded convention condi- 
tions. but my experience would lead 
me to keep away from Little Rock in 
the future. 

The city is alve with boys in kakhi 
as (’amp Pike, one of the cantonments 
of the country, like Camp Devons, is 
within ten miles of the place. Hotels, 
restaurants and the streets are filled 
with them all apparently having a 
good time. We were taken out to 
Camp Pike on Monday, a swelteringly 
hot day, and witnessed an enjoyable 
program arranged for our benefit by 
the commanding officer. It consisted 
of a review of two regiments, each 
hSaded by its own hand, and followed 
by a ludicrous drill showing the crude 
efforts of the rookie and was fol- 
lowed in turn by the same men show- 
ing w’liat six months’ practice would 
do. It aroused considerable enthusi- 
asm. There were athletic games show- 
ing how the men got part of their 
physical exercise at least. A bayonet 
drill, an exhibition of hand and rifle 
grenade throwing, an exhibition of 
gas bombs and how the gas masks 
were used. Methods of setting up wire 
entanglements and how they are des- 
troyed. Possibly the most interesting 
and last of all was entitled "Camou- 
flage.” We were shown a little hill- 
side, with possibly 100 yards of field 
and streets in view, and were told that 
21 men were hidden there. Efforts to 
discover them were fruitless and when 
in answer to a whistle the men stood 
up it seemed impossible that they 
could have been concealed where they 
were. At another whistle the men 
dropped again and we were again un- 
able to see where they were. It was a 
most interesting spectacle. 

That evening Gov. Brough, a most 
interesting man and eloquent speaker 
gave us a reception at the capitol, 
where we had a splendid opportunity, 
not only to admire the building but 
to meet some of the good people of 
the city. I was introduced to a young 
miss from Mississippi and we were 
both astonished to learn that we both 
lived in Newton, she in the far south 
and I in distant Massachusetts. 

The next day was just as hot. hut 
we were down for a long automobile 
ride thru two of the adjoining coun- 
lie.:, and planned to give us some idea 
of the agriculture of the state. There 
w’as no question as to the acres of 
land planted mostly to cotton and rice 
and there was also no question as 
to the need of good roads in Arkan- 
sas. We had a new and good ma- 
chine and an experienced driver, but 
the 100 miles we covered that day was 
Just one buinp after another. We 
passed through tw’o typical Southern 
villages, one named Eng, and the 
other Lonoke. Both seemed alike in 
having one long main street facing 
the railroad, covered with some very 
good stores. At Lonoke we were 
given a country luncheon, which 
turned out to be a barbecue with cold 
meat. As 1 detest barbecues, either 
hot or cold, it w’as hardly a satisfac- 
tory meal Leaving Lonoke, w’e went 
to Camp Ebbert, one of the large avia- 
tion fields of the country, 9G0 acres 
having been levelled and seeded down 
for the use of the aviators. We were 
given an opportunity to examine some 
of the planes which, to most of us. 
was a novel experience, and then four 
machines went un into the air and 
showed us how’ to loop the loop and 
do other stunts, which mude us real- 
ize that our boys are rapidly pro- 
gressing in this most important arm 
of the service. The only thing to de- 
tract from tlie enjoyment of the af- 
ternoon was the continued hot and 
sultry weather. 

We left Little Rock Wednesday 
noon after posing for a Bathe picture 
on the steps of the State Iiouse. We 
had a special train in order to make a 
stop at the famous Bauxite mines in 
this vicinity. Bauxite, you should 
know, is tiie clay from which alumi- 
num is mude, and this mine produces 
about 85 per cent, of tlie material in 
this country. It is scooped out of the 
hank by a steam shovel, placed in ore 
cars and taken to a drying plant 
where all the moisture is taken from 
shipped to Canada, 
where the ore is treated with acid und 
formed in ingots. The same company 
controls the plants at New York 
where tlie w'ire is made und in Ken- 
tucky where the kitchen ware is pro- 
duced. One ton of clay will yield 
about 5 pounds of aluminum and is 
worth about $4.60 a ton. This miue 
produces ubout 2300 tons u day, and 
will last only a few years more, as it 
is rapidly being worked out. A sharp 
shower interfered somewhat with the 
inspection of tho mine, but it wua in- 
teresting nevertheless. We also made 
a brief stop at Benton, where a beau- 
tiful kind of pottery is produced from 
colored clays.

Smith w’us a woman of charming per- 
sonality, and was prominent in the 
charitable and sociul work of the 
community. She is survived by her 
husband and her mother, who lived 
with her. 

Funeral services were held from 
her late home on Centre street yes- 
torday afternoon in charge of Rev. II. 
Grant Person, pastor of Eliot Church, 
and Rev. l)r. Wolcott Calkins, und the 
burial will take place at Lewiston.

MOUNT VERNON DRAWS MANY 


Noted Envoys From Allies and Thou- 
sands of Others Pay Visit to 
Washington’s Tomb. 

Peaceful and stately ns usual, Mount 
Vernon today seems happily uncon- 
scious of the very existence of war. 
Yet the war has had Its effect on this 
inecca of America, for more people 
liuve visited it in recent months thnn 
In any similar period in its history. 

Washington, the center of things 
military and diplomatic, has since 
April 1917, opened its gates to 50,000 
new residents come to take up the 
work of a government at war. Thou- 
sands of these Americans take the first 
opportunity to visit the home of the 
greatest American. 

Besides these, envoys from our allies 
on diplomatic mission to the United 
States make n point of Journeying to 
Mount Vernon to honor Washington. 
They travel ns guests of the nation, in 
the president’s yacht Mayflower. The 
Mayflower has already made four trips 
of tills sort. First she curried Balfour 
and Marshal Joffre, then the Italian 
mission, then the Belgian and Russian 
missions together, und lastly the Jap- 
anese viscount and his party. 

Each time the iron gates of Wash- 
ington’s tomb swung open for these 
men to plnce their wreaths on the 
shrine within, while the diplomats, with 
the problems of the world on their 
shoulders, pnid tribute to the innn who 
carried similar burdens fuithfully and 
well a century ago. 

The record for the largest number of 
visitors to Mount Vernon in a day was 
very nearly set at the time of the con- 
federate reunion, when 7,000 of the old 
soldiers nnd their friends visited the 
estate in one day. 


TEMPERED BY TRADE WINDS 


Climate of the Dominican Republio 
Pleasant and Salubrious, Says 
Consul Arthur McLean. 

There seems to be an impression 
abroad that the climate of the Do- 
minican Republic is hot, humid, and 
unhealthful, writes Consul Arthur Mc- 
Lean, Puerto Plata. While the climate 
of this republic Is tropical, it is pleas- 
ant and salubrious. Although it is 
very warm during the middle of the 
day, the temperature even In summer 
seldom reaches 90 degrees F. t and the 
nights at all seasons ure cool and 
pleusaut. The climute is tempered by 
tlie trade winds which blow almost con- 
tinuously during tlie day, und at night 
the land breeze from the mountains is 
equally refreshing. Owing to the great 
diversity of its relief the island of 
Santo Domingo presents a wider range 
of climate than any other part of the 
Antilles. The mean annual tempera- 
ture of the coast towns is about 79 
degrees F. It is cooler inland, the 
temperature varying with the altitudes. 
In tlie valley of Constanza, which is 
about the center of the island, ut an 
elevation of 3,500 reet ice forms in 
winter occasionally. 

The rainfall varies in different sec- 
tions of the island from 15 to 200 
inches per annum. In the southern 
part of the island there is a marked 
distinction between the dry and rainy 
season* The dry season is during the 
months of September to March, while 
the rainy season extends from April 
to August. In the northern half of the 
island it rains more or less all the 
year, although the heaviest rainfall oc- 
curs from November to April. 

There lmve never been any epidemics 
of cholera and bubonic plague, and it 
is many years since there 1ms been any 
yellow fever in the Dominican Repub- 
lic. 


Modern Soldier’s Equipment. 

The equipment of a French infantry- 
luau in Napoleon’s duy consisted of a 
gun and a knapsack. Today the soldier 
carries an array of death-dealing weap- 
ons as complete as that of the arsenal 
itself, according to Popular Science 
Monthly.

Signal lanterns 
and sky rockets must also be carried 
by the officers to keep headquarters 
constantly in touch with the progress 
of the tight.

Add to all these 
the other Implements of war und you 
will understand why physical fitness is 
the principal consideration in the ex- 
umlmitkm of recruits.

Depression in Business Reported Past 
Year, Sale of the Root Being 
Much Below Normal. 

The mnrket for ginseng In Hong- 
kong and the Chinn field generally 
Is depressed, and dealers look for lit- 
tle revival in the trade until well to- 
ward Chinese New Year. Usually 
there is n quickening In the trade as 
cool weather comes on, but so far the 
past year, and Jn spite of the high ex- 
change value of silver which ought to 
stimulate the trade, the sale of the 
root has been much below normal, 
says Consul General George E. An- 
derson, Hongkong. Arrivals have been 
below normal and the demand has 
not kept pace with the supply. An auc- 
tion of a lot of American root on con- 
signment recently brought fair prices. 
Two days later a similar lot of ns good 
If not better root sold for little more 
than half the price brought by the first 
lot. and private sales made later were 
on a still lower level. Uncertain po- 
litical conditions In the Interior of 
China are given ns the chief reason 
for the present slump In demand, but 
uncertain financial conditions due to 
the export of silver and copper coin- 
age from the provinces as well ns the 
existence of piracy and other disorders 
in some districts have also had ma- 
terial Influence. 

Sales have been irregular nnd the 
market may improve nt any time. The 
root on hand of course will get the 
benefit of the Improvement, while that 
held In the United States will probably 
arrive too late to secure full returns. 
The ginseng business and all similar 
lines of trade In China are in an un- 
certain state nnd little reliance can 
he placed upon the continuance of any 
conditions.

LETTER FROM FRANCE 


The following letter from a West. 
Newton young man will be of great 
interest to his many friends in this 
city. 


FEED FROM FISH AND OFFAL 

Material Produced in Form of Meal Be- 
lieved Valuable for Both 
Swine and Cattle. 

A factory lias boon started at Ymul- 
den, at the entrance to the North sea 
Canal, for transmuting the least de- 
sirable fish and fish offal into a sat- 
isfactory food for swine, writes Con- 
sul Frank W. Mahin, Amsterdam, 
Netherlands. This is considered of 
double Importance — it feeds the swine 
and also frees articles (maize, for ex- 
ample) usually fed to swine, for other 
purposes, even for human food. 

Spoiled fish have been fed to swine, 
but with bad effect on the taste of the 
pork. The new factory, it Is stated, 
makes a “vlselinieel” (literally, fish 
meal) from the material it uses, which 
product, analysis shows, contains 55 
per rent albumen and 12 per cent 
fat, and also realizes an oil that after 
suitable purification, could be used in 
competition with cod-liver oil, or in 
any case could he very useful ns an in- 
dustrial oil. 

It is suggested that besides feed- 
ing swine with this new product it he 
tried with cattle, ns a possible aid in 
the serious situation which now ex- 
ists In regard to feeding live stock.

DEAR MR. PARK, 

Yes I am still in the running Mr. 
Park and going strong. We have a 
snappy scrap with our ‘‘kultured” 
enemy about every day now so the 
time does not drag as it used to. Our 
Infantry is still going over the top and 
keeping up their good name. 

I want to tell you about your friend - 
Fr. Farrell of the St. Bernard’s Parish. 
He is the chaplain of the 103rd Regt. 
and every man has praise for him. He 
is everybody’s friend regardless of re- 
ligion. He has the Croix de Guerre 
now and he sure deserves it. It was 
during a Bosch attack about two weeks 
ago and he was up with the 103rd Ar- 
tillery. They are the big guns and 
about three miles behind the line. The 
Bosch started it and a call for barrage 
came. We replied and Fr. Farrell was 
watching the fun. The boys started 
passing ammunition, and those shells 
weigh 100 lbs — when a shell landed 
quite near and one fellow In the line 
dropped Fr. Farrell immediately 
picked him up and carried him to a 
dugout. Another shell landed and an- 
other dropped. One of his puls went 
to his assistance, when he himself got 
hit. Fr. Farrell was just returning 
nd he picked these two up and dragged 
them to safety, getting slightly wound- 
ed himself. When it was over it was 
daybreak but they could not find him. 
He had left them and started for the 
front line trenches to see how the in- 
fantry had fared. He is a great fellow 
and if you wanted to see him you most 
likely would have to go up to the 
front line. He seems to like it up 
there. But then he is from West 
Newton, so 

We haven’t had on opportunity as 
yet to do individual work hut then 
things happen every minute over here. 
Our Battery is one of the three that 
makes up the Mobile Battalion which 
travels from one place to unother to 
start or stem an attack so you see we 
are on the go most of the time. 

How is my friend Mr. Thomas? and 
our S. S. teachers? also Mr. Lusea? I 
presume the orchestra is still pound- 
ing away. 

I would like to hear from you often. 
Don’t wait for me to write as we are 
not in the same place long enough to 
get settled.

Smelt Fishing in New Brunswick. 

The smelt fishing season recently 
opened on the Northumberland strnit 
shores of New Brunswick. Returns 
show that in the Mirnmlchl district, at 
and near Chatham, both quality nnd 
quantity of fish have been disappoint- 
ing. The fishermen there are receiving 
about ten cents a pound, while at Rex- 
ton and IMehlbucto, in Kent county, It 
is reported they have received as much 
as 15 cents; the average price is not 
above 12 cents. 

In the recently proclaimed embargo 
on the export from the Dominion of 
certain food products, fresh frozen fish 
Is included, but when destined for the 
United States shipments in fair aver- 
age quantities are permitted to go for- 
ward under Indorsement by collectors 
of customs at ports of exit. 

The export of smelts from the Monc- 
ton consular district during the 1910-17 
season, us shown by consular Invoices 
certified, wus 957,980 pounds, valued 
at $05,805.

Increased Rates in Norway. 

Commercial Attache Erwin W. 
Thompson reports from Copenhagen, 
Denmark, that freight and passenger 
tariffs have been Increased from time 
to time in Norway since the war be- 
gan, amounting now in all to 80 per 
cent for first class passengers, 00 per 
cent for third eluss passengers, und 
100 per cent for ull freights except 
foods und fertilizers. 


Fractional Amounts In Paper Money, 
Relieving a Great Need, Now 
in Circulation. 

Two recent steps tnkon by the Jap- 
anese government Illustrate the diffi- 
culties attendant upon the use of sub- 
sidiary coin whose metnl value Is com- 
paratively close to Its mint value, 
states Commerce Reports. Announce- 
ment wns made rectmtly that paper 
fractional currency would he Issued to 
the amount of 30,000,000 yen ($14,040,- 
000). Early In November a portion of 
this Issue wns put In circulation. The 
new notes are exchangeable for regular 
bank notes nnd nre legal tender up to 
ten yen ($4.08). 

More recently the Japanese govern- 
ment has announced three prizes of 
1,000 yen, 500 yen nnd 300 yen for the 
best designs submitted for a new silver 
50-sen piece (24.9 cents). The new coin 
is to be materially smaller than the 
one now In circulation. 

The present 50-sen piece Is 80 per 
cent pure and weighs 2.7 niomme 
(0.3255 ounce troy). The coin, there- 
fore, contains 0.2004 ounce of pure sil- 
ver nnd 0.0G51 ounce of copper. At par 
the money value of the coin Is 24.025 
cents. This corresponds to 05.7 cents 
per ounce troy If the value of the cop- 
per Is disregarded. 

For a considerable period the excess 
of the bullion value over the mint 
vnlue made It profitable to melt Jap- 
anese subsldary coin or ship it to 
Chinn. The country, ns a consequence 
became denuded of small change, and 
it wns nnd is extremely difficult to get 
money changed except through money 
changers at comparatively high rates. 
It was no unusual thing to pay ten sen, 
or even more, to change a five-yen 
note; and In that case the buyer would 
receive four one-yen notes nnd only 
the fraction less than a yen In subsid- 
iary coin.

"It is just as essential that, the sol- 
diers should know how to sing as that 
they should carry rifles and know how 
to shoot them." said Major-General 
Leonard Wood. Indeed, music has 
played a brilliant part in all great 
wars. 

Patriotism is no hollow, empty 
thing. It wins battles and the music 
that awakens it and feeds it Is scarce- 
ly less potent than high explosives. 
An interesting commentary on the 
value of singing in the camps has been 
made by Owen Wister. "Music is as 
necessary to the soldier’s heart as 
bread Is to his body,” he says. "When 
soldiers have become too exhausted 
to sinA, just listening to music has 
put new life into them. Before Mona, 
in 1914, the heavy fighting had proved 
too much for a certain contingent of 
troops. The men lay on the ground 
played out. The enemy was coming, 
but they were too tired to care. Near 
at hand was an abandoned toy shop. 
The commanding officer made for it 
and a moment later appeared with a 
toy drum and a tin whistle. Then while 
he played the drum, two soldiers took 
turns playing the whistle. This mu- 
sic awakened the benumbed men, stif- 
fened their legs and spirits to further 
effort, and they arose and marched ten 
miles to safety.”

What so far bids fair to be of lasting 
worth is the song written by Mrs. 
Lena Gilbert Ford, who was so re- 
cently killed by a bomb from a Ger- 
man air raid in London. 

“Keep the Home Fires Burning 
“They were summoned from the hill- 
side; 

They were called in from the glen; 
And* the covtttry found them ready 
At the Stirling call for men. 

Let no tears add to their hardship. 

As the soldiers pass along.

For remarkable coolness nnd a most 
commendable sense of humor under 
dangerous conditions the navy depart- 
ment has just received an account of 
a young sailor whose nerve will always 
be remembered, nlthough bis name 
does not appear Jn the reports. When 
the army transport Antilles was sunk 
the armed guard supplied by the navy, 
in command of Lieut. It. D. Risdale. 
displayed splendid conduct, remaining 
calmly nt their station while the ship 
was sinking and making no move to 
leave their posts until ordered to save 
themselves. It was when the ship had 
gone down and the men were strug- 
gling In the water that tills unknown 
hero came Into being. Ile was a mem- 
ber of a gun crew nnd when rescued 
was on top of an ammunition box. 
which had floated clear of the ship In 
an upright position. When the young 
man saw the ship coming close to him, 
he signaled for them to be cureful, 
stating that the box on which he. was 
floating contained live ammunition. 


War and Literature. 

It is customary to associate war with 
the development of intellect. Rut ns 
respects the inspiration of the Napo- 
leonic wars, they were preceded as 
well as followed by a burst of French 
literary activity. What were the spe- 
cial war influences that affect Shakes- 
peare? If the theory is sound the pres- 
ent greatest of all wars should prepare 
us for super-SImkespenres and super- 
Darwins. Rut In fact the lifetime of 
most men of genius Is long enough to 
comprehend at least one great war. 
And making allowances for the briefer 
span of a Keats or Shelley, Is It not 
logical to conclude that the relation of 
genius to war ifc less one of enuse than 
of coincidence? New York World.

Now we are not going to ask bow many 
of you will give to this fund. All we 
want to know Is how many are not go- 
ing to give. All those who are not 
going to give anything will please 
stand up." You know the real. Kan- 
sas City Star. 


Cambridge University Authorities Mak- 
ing Plans to Add # to Materials 
for Historical Study. 

"The literature of the war will form 
n considerable element In every li- 
brary where students work," writes 
the vice chancellor of Cambridge uni- 
versity, according to a correspondent 
of the Chicago Dally News. 

"At the university library a great 
effort has been made during the last 
three years to form such a collection; 
and something already has been 
achieved by the celebration of help- 
ers In various parts of the world, es- 
pecially the United States. Spain and 
some countries In South America, 
where German propaganda literature 
has been circulated in great abun- 
dance. 

“It may be thought that enough wnr 
collections will be made by the vari- 
ous government offices, the British 
museum nnd the Natlonnl museum. 
These collections will of course be 
more extensive than anything which 
Cambridge can hope to get together. 
But where there Is a school of history 
there should the materials for histori- 
cal study be found, and a very moder- 
ate war collection will be much better 
than none. It may even be that It 
will contnln some things not easily to 
be met with elsewhere. Therefore, all 
Cambridge men in particular nre asked 
t*> use their opportunities and con- 
tribute what they can. Every scrap 
of printed paper eventually will fall 
Into Its place and have Its chance of 
being useful to some explorer."

TYPE OF AIRPLANE NEEDED 

British Expert Points Out Serious De- 
fect in Those Which Are in 
Use at Present. 

The most unpleasant situation In 
which an airman can find himself Is to 
be nt a considerable height and the 
view In nil directions cut off by clouds. 
There Is no fixed point visible, nnd he 
can only tell If he Is flying straight by 
his compass nnd air speed. If the wind 
be ‘‘bumpy” the compass card begins 
to move and only the most delicate of 
steering will get It hack to a steady 
position. 

Cnpt. B. C. Ilucks of the British roy- 
al flying corps says he has found It al- 
most Impossible to get the compass 
steady In a cloud. The airplane 1ms al- 
ready begun to turn and the pilot Is 
almost certain to over correct. Then 
the nose drops nnd the speed goes 
up. The pilot cannot tell whether the 
machine Is taking a nose-dive, Is spir- 
alling dbwmvqrds or merely gliding a 
hit too rapidly. 

If a stable machine be let alone un- 
der these circumstances It will right 
Itself eventually and glide normally. 
But few pilots have nerve enough to 
let it alone and they are liable to try 
to pull out too suddenly, which means 
d Isa safer. 

Captain Mucks told Iho Aeronautical 
society In London that a machine 
which will show a constant vertical or 
horizontal lino and be independent of 
centrifugal force, was badly needed. 


Many Will Claim Spitzbergen. 

More than 300 years ago, in 1014, 
James I of England, formally claimed 
Spitzbergen. The Muscovy company, 
n British concern, was ordered "to up- 
hold tin* king’s right to Spitzbergen” 
by an order In council. That claim 
was allowed to lapse In the same man- 
ner in which the Russian claim lapsed, 
the Britons interested In the country 
say. 

With the end of the wnr old data 
will be dug up. with records of com- 
paratively recent times, to bolster the 
contentions of the various claimants, 
ns Spitzbergen Is sure to occupy a 
prominent place in north European af- 
fairs. Uncle Sam Is happily out of the 
matter because of the sale by the Arc- 
tic Coal company, although Judg- 
ing by precedent It never was likely 
that this country would go so far as 
to desire to exercise suzerainty over 
the land. Such a course was urged 
In America In 1012 and 1913. 


The German “Officers’ Mess." 

Hugh Gibson, who was secretary to 
the American legation In Belgium when 
the war broke out, can pack wit, hu- 
mor and Irony Into a single paragraph 
and still keep it short. Me visited a 
Belgian house tliut some German offi- 
cers had occupied and later evacuated 
when their army retired. “Over the 
door," he writes, "was the Inscription, 
•Officers’ Mess.' It was certainly the 
most complete mess that I ever saw. 
Until then I had regarded the expres- 
sion, ‘An officer and a gentleman,’ as 
redundant. I no longer think so.” — 
Youth’s Companion. 


Brought War Into Home. 

The beginning of hostilities between 
Italy and Austria was the cause of sim- 
ilar activity in the household of An- 
thony Sokelle, says Ills wife, formerly 
Baroness Blanca Alessl, in her divorce 
complaint, filed at New York. 

"Me Is a Croatian," she alleges, 
“and I am an Itnlian baroness. He 
has been a raving maniac since our 
respective countries got Into war. I’m 
through.” 


Make Oleo From Whale Fat. 

A committee of experts appointed 
by the Norwegian government to en- 
deavor to find a method of obtaining 
edible fats and nils from whale blub- 
ber and fish report a that its experi- 
ments have been successful. Whale 
fat with a mixture of other fats can 
also, It Is believed, be used for making 
margarine. Norwuy has already two 
whale oil refineries, and the state has 
begun negotiations for the purchase of 
one of these.

He paid an eloquent tribute to the 
mothers of tho boys In the service 
drawing a comparison between the 
mothers whose sons may make the 
supremo sacrifice on tho battlefield 
with tho Mother Mary, whom, he snld, 
when kneeling at tho feet of the 
crucified Master, neither tho Great 
Book or history records that she 
shed so much ns a singlo tear at Ills 
sacrifice, knowing that It was In order 
that the principles of Christianity 
might live. 

The address was one of the best 
beard in a long time and made a pro- 
found impression on all who heard 
it The exercises closed with the 
singing of “Tho Star Spangled Ban- 
ner."

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TWO QUOTASLEFT THIS WEEK 

Drafted Men Sent Monday fo Camp Devens and 
Wednesday fo Camp Dlx 


Two quotas of drafted men left this 
week for military service, 32 men 
whose names were published last week 
going to Camp Devens on Monday and 
66 others leaving Wednesday morning 
for Camp Dix in New Jersey. 

Monday morning the boys gathered 
as usual at the Court House in West 
Newton and were addressed by Judge 
Bacon for the Exemption Board, Mr. 
G. R. Pulsifer for the Red Cross, Gen- 
eral J. G. White for the Committee on 
Public Safety and Mayor Childs for 
the city. The men were given sweat- 
ers, socks and comfort kits by the 
Committee on Public Safety and left 
on a special train for Ayer by way of 
Framingham. One man, a Chinaman 
named Fong See did not appear. 

On Wednesday, 66 men were sum- 
moned to West Newton, all bpt one 
man being present, and he reported 
later in the day. The formal exercises 
were held in Players Hall. In his open- 
ing remarks, Judge Bacon told the men 
that they had many friends and to 
prove this point he introduced as the 
first speaker. Mr. G. R. Pulsifer, who 
told them what the Red Cross would 
mean to each one of them and how 
this local chapter in particular was in- 
terested in every boy, and wanted 
them to be well cared for. General 
White of the Committee on Public 
Safety, urged the boys to remember the 
cardinal principles of obedience, 
promptness and loyalty. Be the first 
man on hand for reveille, and the first 
one to turn in at night after taps, he 
said. Call attention to yourselves by 
being respectful, and by doing what- 
ever you are told to do at once. Above 
all, he urged them to be clean, pnysi- 
cally and morally. Mayor Childs of- 
fered no condolences to the soldiers, 
but rather congratulations that the 
city of Newton had selected them a& fit 
representatives, to fight in this war 
for Humanity, and he too put in rw 
plea for clean living, for the best that 
was in each fellow, and told them to 
remember that Newton’s prayers and 
best wishes went with every one, and 
in closing said that it was his fervent 
wish that. God would abundantly bless 
each man there and keep him pure and 
fine and true. 

The men were remembered with the 
usual gifts from the Committee on 
Public Safety and left on a special train 
from West Newton.

THE SUGAR SITUATION 

Food Administration Issues Instructions 
Regarding Storage and Sale 

A number of causes have cumulated 
to make our sugar position more dif- 
ficult than we could have anticipated 
at the beginning of the year. The 
increased shipping needed by our 
growing army in France has necessi- 
tated the curtailment of sugar trans- 
poration, particularly from the longer 
voyage, and has thus reduced supplies 
both to the Allies and ourselves from 
remote markets. 

As close an estimate as we can 
make indicates a reasonable expecta- 
tion from all sources of about 1,600,- 
000 tons of RUgar for United States 
consumption during the last half of 
the present year. 

This supply of 1,600,000 tons ne- 
cessitates a considerable reduction in 
our consumption. To provide three 
pounds of sugar per month per per- 
son for household use, to take care of 
our army and navy and to provide for 
the necessary preservation of fruit, 
milk, et cetera, will require about 
1,500,000 tons of sugar for the six 
months. A household consumption 
of three pounds per month per person, 
together with the special allowance 
for home canning means a reduction 
of some 25 per cent. In these branches 
of consumption from normal, but it 
is still nearly double the ration in the 
Allied countries, and is ample for 
every economical use. 

In the plan of distribution which 
will now go into force, the less essen- 
tial users of sugar — that is, confec- 
tioners, soft drink manufacturers, to- 
bacco manufacturers, et cetera — will 
be hit the hardest. The Administra- 
tion regrets intensely any action that 
will cause hardship to any individual, 
but the situation is due to the Ger- 
mans, not to this government. There 
are a number of substitutes available 
to the confectioners upon which no 
restrictions are placed. 

In order to secure justice in distri- 
bution and to make the restrictive 
plans as effective as possible, no man- 
ufacturer or wholesaler of sugar will 
be allowed after July 1st to sell any 
sugar except to buyers who secure a 
certificate from the local Food Ad- 
ministrators, indicating the quantity 
they may buy. For the purpose of 
issuing these certificates the various 
users of sugar are divided into the 
following groups: — 

A. Candy makers, soft drinks, 
soda fountains, chewing gum, choco- 
late and cocoa manufacturers, tobac- 
co manufacturers, flavoring extracts, 
invert sugar, syrups, sweet pickles, 
wines, et cetera. 

B. Commercial canners, vegetables, 
fruit, milk, medicinal purposes, ex- 
plosives, glycerine, et cetera. 

C. Hotels, restaurants, clubs, din 
ing cars and steamships, hoarding 
houses, hospitals, public institutions 
and public eating places generally, in 
which term are included all boarding 
houses who take care of 25 persons 
or more. 

D. Baker sand cracker manufact 
urers of all kinds. 

E. Retail stores and others selling 
for direct consumption. 

Every person in these categories 
must, before July 1. or as soon there- 
after as the local Food Administrator 
determines, make a statement upon a 
form that will he provided showing 
the sugar they hold or have in transit 
on July 1. All stocks in excess of 
three months’ supply at the rate of 
consumption that will be allowed in 
each concern, will be requisitioned 
by the Administration and redistrib- 
uted at once. Any attempts to ac- 
cumulate stocks in the interim between 
now and July 1. will be useless ami 
may lead to difficulties, for the Food 
Administration will construe any 
such attempts by dealers and manu- 
facturers as hoarding, and upon con-

ALDERMEN INCREASE SALARIES 

Policemen and Firemen Receive $100 a Year Raise 
at Midnight Session 


The final Besfilon of the aldermen be- 
fore the Bummer vacation lasted until 
after one o'clock in the morning and 
was full of interesting incidents. 

All the members were present. Aider- 
man Early the president, filling the 
chair after an absence of several weeks. 

No one objected and a letter in favor 
was read at the hearing on request of 
W. O. Harris to keep and sell gasolene 
at Melrose avenue and Lexington street 
and the petition was granted. 

The appointments of Peter F. Doher- 
ty. Richard A. Murphy and Chas. J. 
McCarthy as public weigher were con- 
firmed. 

Mayor Childs recommended $9770 
additional for collection of garbage 
and replied to resolutions requesting 
that new bids be received by saying 
that the Street Commissioner had been 
over the matter very thoroly and he 
could see no need for reopening the 
case. A majority report was later re- 
ceived from the Finance Committee 
recommending this appropriation and 
brought forth considerable debate. Al- 
derman Angler expressed his regret 
that the Executive Department did not 
readvertise for bids. From information 
he had received he believed it was 
worth taking a chance. He didn’t 
want to cast any reflection on the 
Mayor except on his business judg- 
ment. Alderman Cole characterized 
the contract as exorbitant, and Aider- 
man McCarthy thought the appropria 
tion was extremely excessive. Aider- 
man Hollis defended the Mayor saying 
that the matter had been extensively 
advertised and quoted the Street Com 
missioner as saying that the figures 
submitted were “fair.” The order was 
adopted with three adverse votes. 

The Mayor’s request for $200 for 
salary of a temporary plumbing inspec- 
tor was approved and his request for 
$200 increase in salary of Agent of the 
Board of Health on account of Sunday 
work, was refused. 

The designation of Capt. W. H. Rand 
Jr., to expend the recent appropriation 
for the Newton Company of the State 
Guard was approved. 

The Saxony Worsted Mills was grant- 
ed permission to build over a drain 
easement owned by the city between 
Dalby and Chapel streets. Alderman 
Forknall stated that the company ex- 
pected to spend about $100,000 in erect 
ing tenements for its employees on 
land on Chapel street. 

The Street Commissioner reported 
completion of sidewalk work on Broad- 
way. Central and Clark streets, and 
routine assessments were ordered 
levied. 

Proclamation of Gov. McCall relative 
to Flag Day and relative to employment 
on useful occupation of all men able 
to work between the ages of IS and 50. 
were placed on file. 

Petition of Geo. A. Crawford for a

First impressions are not always cor- 
rect and perhaps it is not quito fair 
to judge Hot Springs by my experi- 
ences of four days, hut. so far ns I am 
concerned, that city will know me no 
more. 

Our party was met at the train by a 
brass band and was then herded two 
by two and marched thru the main 
street to the hotel like pall hearers nt 
a funeral. It must have been an edi- 
fying spectacle to the bystanders and 
was humiliating and emhnrnssing for 
most of us. Arriving at the hotel, one 
of the leading hostelrles in the city, by 
the way, we were coolly informed that 
rooms with baths were few and ex- 
tremely high priced. After a hot af- 
ternoon and a long walk, this infor- 
mation was most interesting to most of 
us. and we showed ou. - resentment 
by removing to other hotels the next 
day. It Is said that the hotels nre 
purposely without private baths in 
order to compel people to go to the 
numerous bathhouses in the city. 

I was prepared to like Hot Springs, 
largely thru the extravngant language 
of a Mr. Reedy, who wrotg the pamph- 
let which is used to advertise the town. 
I believe Mr. Reedy’s language de- 
scribing Hot Springs contnins more 
eulogistic adjectives than any other 
article in the English tongue. I found 
the town Just like any other summer 
or winter resort, largely made up of 
people who make their living off the 
visitors to the place. 

The main street is quite attractive 
and has many good shops. For a 
quarter of a mile on one side, the 
United States government has a reser- 
vation on which nre erected about a 
dozen different bathhouses some of

which we visited is entirely construct- 
ed inside with mosaic and tile and is 
well worth a visit. This portion of the 
street, with a line of splendid magno- 
lia trees, its lawns and fountains is 
most inviting. Within this reservation 
are several fountains of hot water, and 
it is a common sight to see a group of 
people about them, taking a drink. 
Directly hack of the bathhouses is the 
mountain, which is also full of hot 
springs, most of which are piped to a 
central reservoir and supply the bath- 
houses. 

We visited the ostrich and alligator 
farms during intermissions between 
convention meetings; were also enter- 
tained one evening by stunts at a local 
theatre. But the attitude of the towns- 
people was not as friendly as we found 
later in the state, indeed, the blase 
feeling towards us was even mani- 
fested in the Elks Club, which usually 
marks the high water of hospitality 
and cordiality. I was in the club room 
one day with at least a dozen other 
men. and not one word was said to me 
during that time. I will wager it 
would he impossible to do that in any 
other Elks club In the country. 

One of the principal features of in- 
terest in the trip to the state was the 
fact that there was to he a total eclipse 
of the sun on Saturday, Juno 8th. Our 
program promised us a trip to the path 
of totality, at a point about 20 miles 
south of the city. We found that the 
arrangements included a trip in a cou- 
ple of alleged passenger cars which 
were dirty and old and most uninvit- 
ing. The engine was apparently In 
the last stages of locomotive consump-

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start. The sun was two-thirds cov- 
ered when the train began to move, 
and there was no hope of reaching 
the area of totality in time. But the 
clouds came to the rescue of our 
hosts and completely covered the sun 
so that when the great moment came, 

It was wholly out of sight. There was 
a peculiar appearance to the air, how- 
ever. at the time of the greatest, 
eclipse, and the rapid lightening of 
the air was most noticeable as the 
shadow of the moon passed away. An 
hour later it was most provoking to 
have the sun shine clenr and bright. 

The train carried us out into the 
country which is being developed 
after the lumberman has passed 
along. We were given a hasty barbe- 
cue. with plenty of pjc and cake, ami 
were told of the great possibilities of 
the county, whose name I did not 
catch. The return trip was made In 
cars which did not carry n light and 
on arriving at the station in Hot 
Springs, two miles from the hotel, we 
waited many weary minutes and then 
filled the bob-tniled street cars of the 
city like sardines. Never ngain will 

try to see an eclipse at Hot Springs. 

The city is run by a City Manngcr, 
and had hut one policeman at the time 
we were there. The mayor boasted 
that there had been but one arrest for 
the past two weeks. It looked clean 
and business-like. It has had the one- 
man street car system for the past 
few months, and while we were there 
in the dull season, it seemed to work 
very well, there being some delay when 
a large number of passengers were 
waiting to get aboard. 

The mountain as well as the area 
covered by the hath houses is a gov- 
ernment reservation. There are good 
roads wending their way to the top, 
and an observation tower adds a few 
feet to the view, which is rather 
pretty. 

On Sunday night we started on a 
fifteen hundred mile tour of the state, 
having a special train of four Pull- 
mans. Monday morning we break- 
fasted at Texarkana, one of the most 
unique towns in the country. It is 
built over the boundary line between 
Texas and Arkansas and is within 18 
miles of Louisiana nnd 20 miles of 
Oklahoma. The leading newspaper in 
the place is called the Four States 
Press on that account. The boundary 
line crosses the main street of the 
city at a slight angle, and is marked 
in the pavement by a line of two 
bricks, clear across the street. Tex- 
arkana is said to have more court 
houses than any other place in the 
country, having a United States Dis- 
trict court for both Texas and Arkan- 
sas. as well as county courts for each 
of the counties. The city has two 
municipal governments, two sets of 
schools, two sets of policemen and, 
what is more remarkable, is said to 
have two sets of churches. Just as if 
religion should he separated by a stato 
line. There is hut one fire depart- 
ment, thanks to the insurance compa- 
nies which compel the two cities to 
join forces in this municipal work 
We had a pleasant automobile drive 
over the city, which seemed to be 
much more attractive on the Arkan- 
sas side than on the Texas side. They 
have an attractive country club, with 
some good tennis courts and a nine- 
hole golf course. The city looks pros 
perous and is growing rapidly. 

At noon that day we lunched at 
Camden, under the trees surrounding 
the county court house. While out- 
door lunches of this kind do not ap- 
peal to me, this one was really at- 
tractive, the committee in charge was 
most cordial and liospitublc. 

All of this country in the south- 
west of Arkansas is covered with 
forests, nnd considerable lumber is 
being shipped ffom there. With 
tlieir usual extravagance, the residents 
of Arkansas state that the largest saw 
mill in the world is located in this part 
f>f tlieir state. It is interesting to note 
J t hat tlie largest everything else was 
claimed for this, that or the other 
county as we progressed through the 
state. 

The latter part of the afternoon wo 
stopped for a half hour at a little 
country village called Rison where the 
place was nicely decorated and some 
excellent punch (Arkansas is dry) was 
given us by the ladies, in a pretty little 
grove near the railroad station. Bar- 
ring tlie inevitable speeches, this was 
an interesting incident in the day’s 
trip. 

I was much interested to learn that 
tlie loading newspaper of the place was 
tlie Pine Bluffs Graphic, a name which 
is not common in newspaper circles. 
It is needless to say that the title was 
somewhut familiar, and the makeup 
and eharaeter of tin* paper was credit 
able to its name. 

The kind of people living in this 
little town is illustrated by an inci- 
dent which happened only u w’eek or 
two before our own visit there. A 
troop truin ou its way thru the town 
was stalled for some hours for some 
reason, and the village rose to the 
occasion by providing the hoys with a 
lunch and entertainment during their 
enforced stay in the town. 

Wo reached Pine Bluff late in the af- 
ternoon, and were met by a committee 
and a large number of automobiles 
One of the interesting places visited 
(to a Northerner) was a cotton com- 
pressing plant, where there must have 
been hundreds of tliousund dollars 
worth of cotton in sight. Cotton after 
it is ginned is loosely baled und 
takes up considerable space. The ob- 
ject of the compress is to squeeze the 
tion, and it took over an hour’s time 
to tinker it up so it could muke a 
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cotton into a bale about one half its 
former hulk. It is surprising liow 
rapidly the operation can he formed. 

Riding thru the city I was surprised 
to see a sign advertising “The 
Graphic” and learned that it was the 
name of the leading newspaper of the 
city, (as I expected it would be). 
Incidentally, its appearance and 
character proved worthy of tlie name. 

Street cars in this city carry a sign 
on the dashboard reading ‘‘Street 
cars cannot turn out, yet." 

We made a call at a rather attractive 
Country Club, and some of us were 
given a cordial wolcome at the Y. M. 
C. A., and given an opportunity to en- 
joy a shower and a plunge in the 
swimming pool. 

The more formal entertainment in- 
cluded a banquet and dance at the 
leading hotel. Like other places in 
the South, time is apparently no ob- 
ject, and some of us were fairly hun- 
gry when dinner was finally an- 
nounced at 8.30 o’clock. 

The banquet w*as under the direction 
of the Rotary Club, and like every- 
thing else undertaken by Rotarians 
was most successful. 

Altogether our first day of travel 
was most interesting an l enjoyable.

CAUSED BY WEIGHT OF SNOW 


Simple Explanation of Odd Shapes of 
Trees, That Has Been a Mystery 
to Many. 

Tn the person who Is not versed in 
forest lore the grotesquely bent tree 
trunks thnt nre to he found In almost 
nil woods nre mystifying, nnd wonder 
is often nroused ns to the cnitse, re- 
nmrks the Popular Science Monthly. 
Foresters will tell questioners thnt In 
the ense of trees in mountainous coun- 
try nnd other sections where the snow- 
fall Is heavy, the weight of snow Is re- 
sponsible In most Instances for the 
queer twists they nssutne. When n 
tree Is young the weight of snow that 
falls on Its branch*; often bonds the 
trunk over until It Is flattened to the 
ground. Sometimes It Is buried under 
six or eight feet of snow ami held in 
that position so long that when warm 
weather comes the tree fails to spring 
back into its normal position. The 
summer sun causes the tip of the young 
tree to turn upward and if It manages 
to withstand the weight of the snow of 
the next winter, that portion of the 
tree will, as n general rule, continue to 
grow in a normal way. “Hairpin” bends 
nnd other odd shapes result. 

A curious tree stands on the top of 
Tunnel hill, Johnstown, Pa., about four 
miles from town. It is a sugar maple 
about one hundred years old which has 
prolonged its own life by grafting a 
branch into a much younger tree. 


BECOMES IRKSOME AT TIMES 


No Matter What the Nature of One’s 
Occupation, Its Routine Will Oc- 
casionally Weary. 

Are there times when your work be- 
comes intolerably irksome? Yes? Well, 
don’t Jump nt the conclusion that you 
are In the wrong place when this hap- 
pens once In awhile. That will he true 
whatever work you choose. No matter 
how well adapted you are to your occu- 
pation, there will come times when 
your thoughts will wonder, and the 
routine will weary you, and you will 
feel thnt any other work would be 
preferable to that which you have 
chosen. One of the best-known woman 
writers of the last generation wrote 
an impassioned warning to literary as- 
pirants, telling them to do any work, 
even scrubbing floors, In preference to 
taking up a literary career. Undoubt- 
edly she wrote nt w time when her 
chosen work seemed unspeakably irk- 
some. but if she had been cornered, 
she would probably have acknowledged 
that the profession of authorship has 
considerable to commend It when com- 
pared with scrubbing floors. 

This occasional Impatience with our 
vocation Is Inevitable. No matter how 
congenial It Is. there are times when it 
will seem a burden. The people who 
change their occupation every time It 
begins to bore them, are the tramps of 
the business world. 


As to Remarkable Longevity. 

We have all read of Thomas Parr, 
who lived to be one hundred and fifty- 
two. Likewise of the countess of Des- 
mond, one hundred and forty-five; 
Margaret Patten, one hundred nnd 
thirty-seven; Thomas Damme, one 
hundred and sixty-four; John Rovin, 
one hundred nnd seventy-two; nnd Pe- 
ter Torton, who reached the age of one 
hundred and eighty-five. But these 
cases of extraordinary longevity lack 
proof. 

In the days when those persons 
lived no accurate chronological records 
were kept, and dates of occurrences 
were usually fixed by associating them 
in memory with other events believed 
to have happened about the same time. 
A man’s Identity was liable to he con- 
fused with that of a grandfather of 
the same name. 

Nowadays nobody lives to any such 
ages. Why imagine that the extreme 
limits of longevity have shrunk within 
the lust two or three centuries? 


Winter's Discipline. 

fie who marvels at the beauty of the 
world in summer will find equal cause 
for wonder and admiration in winter. 
It is true the pomp and pageantry ure 
swept uwuy, but the essentiul elements 
remain — the duy und the night, the 
mountain and the valley, the elemen- 
tal play and succession, and the per- 
petual presence of the infinite sky. In 
winter the stars seem to huve rekin- 
dled their fires, the moon achieves a 
fuller triumph, und the heuvens wear 
a look of more exulted simplicity. 
Summer is more wooing, . . . moro 
versatile and humun, appeals to the 
alTections und the sentiments, and fos- 
ters inquiry and the art Impulse. Win- 
ter is of a more heroic cast, and ad- 
dresses the Intellect. The severe 
studies and disciplines come easier in 
winter. One imposes lurger tasks upon 
himself. 


How to Tell Age of Eggs. 

There is u simple method of ascer- 
taining the age of eggs, bused upon the 
fuct that the uiry spuce at the broud 
end of the egg increases with Its age. 
Now, when the egg Is placed in a 
tumbler of water lu which uny amount 
of common salt is dissolved, it will, 
with increasing uge, tend e\**r more to 
ussume u position with Its lougitudinul 
axis lu u perpendicular direction. A 
fresh laid egg will lie horizontally on 
the bottom of the vessel. An egg from 
three to four days old will rise with its 
broad end, so tliut Its longitudluul uxls 
forms with its horizontal uxis an angle 
of 20 degrees. At the uge of eight duys 
the angle Increases to 45 degrees, ut 
the age of two weeks to (10 degrees, 
and ut the uge of three weeks to about 
75 degrees. When the egg is more 
than u month old It will flout perpen- 
dicularly on its small cud. 


PARIS CHAUFFEURS ARE FOXY CHILEAN GOLD RESERVE HERE 


Have Developed Ingenious Trick to 

Play on Sympathies of Unsuspect- 
ing American Women. 

Paris taxicab drivers — how many 
stories have been and will be written 
about thorn! — are now playing n new 
trick on unsuspecting Americans nnd 
even French people, especially women. 
There nre several popular restaurants 
on the Avenue Trudale, which Is only 
reached from the boulevards by climb- 
ing the bill in the Rue des Martyrs. It 
takes time and gasoline to mount that 
grade; that Is why many taxis stop af- 
ter starting the ascent. 

The driver makes frantic efforts to 
start — then climbs down, lifts the bon- 
net of the engine, pokes around, makes 
another effort to start, throws up his 
hands nnd exclaims: "It’s broken 
down ! It won’t go a foot further.” 

His fare, usually a woman, gets out, 
often angry and Indignant, but the 
chauffeur has lost his ability to reply 
In kind. He Is sad, nnd shakes his head 
mournfully. “My whole evening’s work 
will he wasted by the time this car’s 
pulled bnok to the garage. I won’t 
make any money tonight!” 

As like ns not, the sympathy of Ills 
passenger is aroused, nnd she gives 
him a good tip In addition to the fare 
indicated by the taximeter — and then 
walks up hill. When she Is out of 
sight the chauffeur lifts the hood 
again, twists n valve and the engine 
starts with a hang. He hops to Ids 
sent nnd rattles hack to the boule- 
vards, hoping to find another easy 
mark. 


NO TIME FOR NIGHT LIGHTS 


Unpatriotic as Well as Unhygienic to 
Leave Them Burning With Coal 
at a Premium. 

A fear of the dark seems to be a 
common inheritance of savages and 
children. But with n little patience 
any child enn be coaxed out of this 
fenr, and It can be proved easily 
enough thnt one rests better In a room 
thnt Is not lighted. If you still lenve 
a night light burning, turn It out. It 
Isn’t patriotic. It Isn’t really hygienic. 
And it certainly Is not necessary. 

It has been estimated that a lfi-cnn- 
dle power lamp burned through an 
evening of, say three or four hours, 
consumes a pound of coal. If you burn 
an eight-candle power lamp during a 
whole night you doubtless burn more 
than a pound of coal, and we are now 
being shown by (ho authorities In 
Washington that pounds of coal will 
have ns much to do with winning the 
war as loaves of bread. If you are 
looking for something to do, If you nre 
casting about for something to knit for 
Snmmie In the trenches, If you nre 
thinking of giving up sugar In your cof- 
fee. or planning to go without some- 
thing one day In the week so ns to do 
your bit, stop, and ask yourself about 
the night light.

Latest Telegraph Record. 

Within the past few weeks a seven- 
league stride has been made In high- 
speed telegraphy, says Popular Me- 
chanics. An apparatus, which In ac- 
tual tests has proved Its nhlllty to 
transmit over a single grounded wire 
0,000 words a minute hns been evolved. 

The real significance of this escapes 
one until it Is realized that 0,000 words 
set in type will fill 7% standard mag- 
azine pages. 

Details of whnt appears to he nn 
epoch-making achievement must be 
withheld for military reasons. It Is 
a war invention and has for Its chief 
purpose the liberation of hundreds of 
expert operators for the signal corps 
without disorganizing our much-needed 
commercial lines. No secret is di- 
vulged, however, when the apparatus 
Is described as n printing telegraph 
system depending upon a universally 
used recording Instrument that has 
never before been associated with te- 
legraphy. . . . The system Is ap- 

plicable to wireless but so far has not 
been actually used In connection 
with It.

Peculiar Deal by Which It Was 
Transferred From Germany to 
the United States. 

At the outbreak of the war, nays 
the London Economist, the Chilean 
government owned n large amount of 
gold in Germany, which was destined 
to form a basis for Its note issuo, nnd 
was hold up by the blockade. So wero 
vast quantities of nitrates, bought 
from German producers in Chile for 
export to Germany, nnd their stoppage 
compelled the German nitrate pro- 
ducers In Chile to cense working. 
These producers too were In debt to 
the Chilean government. That gov- 
ernment therefore bought the nitrate, 
paying for It by drafts on Berlin 
drawn against the gold which It could 
not rench. It then sold the nitrate In 
the United States to the DuPont Ex- 
plosives company, receiving payment 
In gold in New York. Thus It trans- 
ferred Its gold reserve from Germany 
to the United States, nnd Incidentally 
added to the stock of raw mnterlnl to 
be converted into explosives where- 
with to defen t German troops. The 
deal has nnturally been interpreted in 
France as a preliminary step toward 
n broach with Germany, but it was 
carried out with the sanction of the 
German government Partly, no doubt, 
the latter desired to extricate its sub-

Burning Water. 

Particularly pat, at a time when the 
shortage of coal 1ms required many 
emergency regulations of business, is 
the announcement that n chemist has 
found a way In which it will, It Is 
claimed, he commercially profitable to 
use water as fuel. A man who saw tho 
process exempli fled •describes it to tho 
Christian Science Monitor In these 
words: “I have seen water burning, I 
have seen water streaming into a flame 
of blazing oil, nnd, instead of putting 
out the fire, it made the flame rear up- 
ward and develop a temperature of 
2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, enough to 
melt copper.” It should lie said that 
the water alone will not burn now any 
more than in the past, but, combined 
with equal parts of any oil that will 
flow freely. It becomes excellent fuel. 
This Is the way the observer explains 
the process technically: "Tho combus- 
Ition of water is based upon the fact 
that when a fine stream of water is put 
through an Intensely Hot metal coll, it 
is not only turned Into vapor, but the 
water molecules are split up into their 
constituent elements, oxygen and hy- 
drogen.”

GLASS STAINED BY X-RAYS 


Experiments Have Shown These Pro- 
duce the Same Effect as the 
Light of the Sun. 

It is well known thnt glnss exposed 
for long to sunlight acquires a violet 
tint. In very old houses the windows 
facing south ure often distinctly vio- 
let. Experiments recently made in the 
laboratories of the General Electric 
company at Schenectady with X-rays 
prove that these can he used to dye 
glnss in many colors, principally an 
amethystine violet and an amber yel- 
low, but also green and bright yellow. 

These colors, according to Mr. Ro- 
senthal, who conducted the experi- 
ments, are due to modifications of the 
physical structure of the glass and not 
to chemical alterations. The color can 
be made to penetrate to any desired 
depth, from a mere surface tint to 
complete coloration of the entire sub- 
stance. And the same method can be 
applied to tinting porcelain, enamel 
nnd precious stones. 

An interesting nnd Important fact 
about this glass that has been colored 
by long exposure to X-rnys Is thnt it 
becomes impervious to the radiations 
that have transformed it. Thus It can 
be used ns a protection against the 
glare of the sun or the snow nnd 
against the X-rays themselves.

RULE FDR MAKING COTTAGE 
CHEESE 

By Government Method 


Unit 1 gallon. For lessor amounts, 
measurements to he divided accord- 
ingly. 

Take 1 gallon of sweet skim milk; 
add 3-4 cup of clean sour milk and 
stir as It is put In. Raise the tem- 
perature In hot water to 75 degrees 
Fahrenheit, using a dairy thermome- 
ter. Remove from heat and place 
where it is to remain until set. Add 
1-8 of n junket tablet thoroughly dis- 
solved in 4 tablespoons of cold water, 
stir while adding. Cover with cloth 
and leave from 12 to 16 hours in even 
temperature, about 75 degrees Fah- 
renheit. At end of this period there 
should he a slight whey on the top 
and when poured out the curd should 
cleave sharply. Drain through cot- 
ton cloth, not cheesecloth. When 
whey has been drained out. work In 
1 or 2 teaspoons of salt to the cheese, 
according to tnste; 1 1-2 to 2 pounds 
of cheese should be obtained from a 
gallon of milk. 

For table use it Is advisable to work 
In 1 or 2 tablespoons of cream to the 
pound. For use In cooking, this is 
not necessary.

Camouflage Sausage 

One cup dry bread crumbs, 1-4 cup 
peanuts cut up, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
teaspoon sage, 1-2 teaspoon thyme,, 
scant 1-4 teaspoon pepper. 

Mix well together. Then add 1 cup 
cottage cheese, 1-4 cup peanut butter, 
1 tablespoon minced onion, and a lit- 
tle melted butter. Mold Into cakes 
and roll in corn meal. Cook in Ma- 
zola or other oil. 

Strawberry Fluff 

Beat stiff whites of 2 eggs. Whip 
in 2 tablespoons sugar. Cut in with 
a fork until fluffy one cup or less of 
cottnge cheese. Whip 1-3 cup heavy 
cream. Fold in 1-2 of this to above 
mixture. Pile this on strawberries or 
other fruit. Then put remaining 
cream on top of this and decorate 
with strawberries or other fruit.

She is also a famous salad 
maker and is sought after by the girls 
at the seminary to provide such delica 
cies for the “feeds" that girls indulge 
in. 

Her war bread is justly famous 
with the college, and, bearing in mind 
that war bread is more difficult to 
make than ordinary bread, the honor 
bestowed upon Miss Keniston is held 
in higher esteem this year than ever 
before. Here is the way the "best” 
\yir bread can be made, according to 
the recipe furnished by Miss Kenis- 
ton: 

Two cups of wheat flour, one cup 
of corn flour, one tablespoon of corn 
syrup, one tablespoon of corn oil, one 
and a quarter of a cup of lukewarm 
water, half a teaspoon of salt and 
three-quarters of a yeast cake. 

Mix the corn syrup and corn oil in 
boiling water. After it is cool add 
the yeast, which has been dissolved 
in the lukewarm water. Add the 
wheat flour* then the corn flour. Add 
water and knead. Allow to rise two 
hours, then knead again and allow to 
rise one hour. Then hake. 

Miss Keniston is a California girl 
and has already gone for the summer 
to her home in the far west.

CULTURE HERE BEFORE 1492 


Did America’s Pre-Columbian Civiliza- 
tion Come From Egypt? la 
Now Question. 

Prof. Elliot Smith developed In an 
extraordinarily Interesting manner the 
thesis that the pre-Columbian civiliza- 
tions of America — or at least many Im- 
portant features In those civilizations 
— were not truly aboriginal, but came 
In n cultural wave from Asia across 
the Pacific ocean, the original starting 
point of the most remarkable charac- 
teristic being Egypt. 

Professor Smith believes, says Sci- 
ence Progress, that tin? extremely pe- 
culiar culture of Egypt was spread 
eastward by mariners, mainly Phoeni- 
cians, for several centuries nfter B. C. 
800. To quote the author’s own words, 
he thinks that “the essential elements 
of the ancient civilizations of India 
(the pre-Aryan civilizations), further 
India, the Malay archipelago, Oceania 
aud America were brought In succes- 
sion to each of these places by mari- 
ners, whose oriental migrations began 
ns trading Intercourse between the 
eastern Mediterranean and India some 
time nfter 800 B. C., and that the 
highly complex and artificial culture 
which they spread abroad was derived 
lnrgely from Egypt (not earlier than 
the twenty-first dynasty), but nlso In- 
cluded many Important accretions 
from other sources, and that after tra- 
versing Asia and Oceania and becom- 
ing modified on the way, the stream 
finally “continued for many centuries 
to piny upon the Pacific littoral of 
America, whore it was responsible for 
planting the germs of the remarkable 
pre-Columbian civilization.” 


WAYS OF KEEPING YOUTHFUL 


Man Who Is Determined Not to Grow 
Old Really Has Only to “Make 
an Effort.” 

I see It In my changing hair, 

I see It in my growing heir. 

My growing thirst for early news, 

It is a fact, I am growing old. 

And so grow ing old is just a case of 
finding what one’s looking for, observes 
the Minneapolis Journal. A man de- 
cides that the time has come for hlin to 
be old, and so instead of bracing lip, 
Ignoring the symptoms and finding 
some other explanation for the change 
in flie color of his hair, he neglects his 
dress, walks with a stoop, uses a cane, 
stops taking exercise, eats too much, 
Indulges in reminiscences, retires from 
business, and In general acquires the 
foolish habit of growing old. 

He should remember that It Is possi- 
ble to keep a youthful spirit, an active 
mind, an interest In current events and 
a purpose to serve his fellows, and that 
he who does these things will always 
be young. 

The fact that women generally de- 
cline to contract the old-age habit and 
that some men have also resisted the 
temptation to fall into It would seem 
to Indicate that if those who do yield 
to it would only take the advice of 
Dombey to his wife, and “make an ef- 
fort,” they would learn how foolish 
and how unnecessary it Is to grow’ old. 


Henry Clay's Diplomacy. 

The following is an Instance of 
Henry Clay’s readiness in getting out 
of a difficult situation. On one occa- 
sion a vote he had given In congress 
offended one of his constituents w’ho 
unbrnided him for It and declared he 
would never again support him for 
congress. 

Meeting this constituent on the court 
green Mr. Clay said to him : “I am 
sorry you wHl not again support me 
for congress because of a vote I gave 
on a certain measure. When your 
rifle misses fire do you throw’ It 
away?” “No,” replied the constituent, 
“I do not throw It away.” “What do 
you do with it?” asked Mr. Clay. “Why, 
I pick my flint and try It again." re- 
plied the constituent. “Well,” said Mr. 
Clay, “are you going to throw’ me away 
because I have missed fire once? Won’t 
you let me pick my flint and try again? 
Won’t you treat me ns you do your rifle 
when it misses fire?” 

This ready reply satisfied the con- 
stituent and completely won him over, 
and he was ever after one of Clay’s 
most faithful supporters In his cundi- 
dacy for congress. 


Man Has Copied Nature’s Work. 

Marble, In nature, owes Its crystal- 
line structure to volcanic heat. But 
ingenious man uses heat to counter- 
feit the volcanic rocks. By such means, 
with suitable materials, he makes 
bricks and crockery, which are arti- 
ficial stones. The processes employed 
in the manufacture of chinaware are 
merely workshlp Imitations of those 
used In the laboratory of nature. 

Volcanic rock — granite, trap or what 
hot — Is the very symbol of Imperisha- 
bility; but the artificial stones (such 
as brick and chinaware) produced by 
the fusion of particles under the action 
of heat are among the most enduring 
of known substances.

There ure hundreds of species of par- 
rots und the most beautiful of them 
all ure the cockutoos, nutlve exclusive- 
ly of Austruluslu. The giants of tin* 
tribe are the Aincrieuu inueuws. 
Neither the macaw nor the cockatooo 
is ordinarily much of a talker, but 
occasionally specimens ure very clever 
at conversation.

American Girl of Same “Ilk” Give* 
Facta of Origin of the Popu- 
lar Scotch Song. 

More tlihn once has the question ns 
to whether Annie Lhurle, the subject 
of the ever-populnr and ever-living 
song hearing her name ns title, wns a 
real person or mere fiction. 

A letter hns come fn linnd that was 
written by Miss M. E. Riddle, daughter 
of the late Judge Riddle, for many 
years a circuit court Justice In this 
section, says a writer in the Pitts- 
burgh Gazette-Times, The Riddles 
were of Laurie Ilk. ns Scotch folk say, 
and they had gone to some consider- 
able pains to get the story of the song 
straight, ns there had been consider- 
able contention about It. Here It Is; 

“Joan Riddell (the nnme later spelled 
Riddle) wns mnrrled to Sir Robert 
Lnurlo, the first baronet of MnXwelton. 
One of their daughters was Annie Lau- 
rie. celebrated In Scotch song. 

“Annie Laurie wns famed for her 
benuty and cleverness, and wns a socinl 
favorite In all the country round about, 
so It was not at all surprising that she 
captivated a Mr. Douglas of England, 
a man of culture and of letters, who 
composed the song bearing her name. 

“But seeing that the course of true 
love does not run smoothly, she mar- 
ried n Mr. Gurgesson, leaving Mr. 
Dougins to his hunting and his verses. 

“To this day many pilgrims go to 
Mnxwelton, drawn thither by the much- 
loved song, ‘Annie Laurie.’ Many also 
visit Crnlgdorroch, where she spent her 
mnrrled life In comfort.” 


WARY OLD BIRD IS TRUTH 


Fact Worth Remembering When One 
Is Tempted to Criticise Errors 
Seen in Newspapers. 

“Where do you get the absurd facts 
you print?” Is a favorite query put 
to newspaper men. In the view of 
these cynics, newspapers spend most 
of their time misspelling names, im- 
agining Incidents that never happened, 
and generally manhandling life ns It is 
led. 

There Is just one answer to be rondo 
to the query above, and that Is: 
“Newspnpers get such of their facts 
as are absurd from the absurd human 
beings w’ho for one reason or a thou- 
sand refuse to relate facts accurately.” 
Newspapers, truth-telling newspapers, 
spend a very large part of their time 
correcting these misstatements, run- 
ning them to their source, and getting 
at the truth. A certain proportion of 
error gets by — not as great a propor- 
tion ns can be heard in any village 
neighborhood gossip, for It is the con- 
cern of newspapers — of honest ones, 
that Is — to allow for errors and correct 
them, whereas It is the concern of 
those other purveyors of new’s, gossips, 
to create errors whenever they are 
more Interesting than the truth. 

The next time you find an error In 
your favorite newspaper, try an experi- 
ment. Try to capture one small fact 
yourself, In your own home town. 
You will quickly discover just how 
wary a bird the truth Is and how very 
unpopular. — New York Tribune. 


Japanese Arts and Letters. 

The Ynmnto association hns been 
formed by distinguished Japanese cit- 
izens for the purpose of ilmking Nip- 
pon’s achievements in arts and letters 
letter known to the western world. Its 
promoters believe that Japanese civil- 
ization is not correctly understood by 
the vast majority of Occidental people. 
Her naval, military and scientific ad- 
vancement Is recognized, but the West 
has yet to comprehend the significance 
ofi,her achievements In the humanities. 
The Japan Magnsdne, commenting 
upon the new organization, says : 
“Many foreigners are disposed to look 
upon Japan as menaly a military na- 
tion, whereas her most Important side 
Is the genius of her unique civilization 
and character. If people could get a 
glimpse of the soul of Jupan they 
would have quite a different opinion of 
her. This can best be had from Jap- 
anese nrt and literature, which In many 
ways are equal to those of the West. 
Even those Occidentals who try to ap- 
preciate Japanese art prefer the least 
representative art of the nation. Am) 
ns for Japanese literature, It Is prac- 
tically unknown among western peo- 
ple.’; 

The association will publish works 
041 Japanese history, literature and art 
and make translations into European 
languages of the heat works of Japan- 
ese writers, ancient and modern; In 
addition Its endeavor will be to pro- 
mote the improvement of the national 
music nod drainn. 


Glass Industry in America. 

Glass was first muuufuciurcd In 
Americu by the people of Jamestown, 
Yu., during the year 1(115. Comment- 
ing on this fuct, John Smith lamented 
thut “the labor of the colony bus been 
misdirected In the qiunufucture of 
ashes, soup, glass aud tur, In which 
tliey could by no means compete with 
Sweden or Russia." The lnhubiiuuis 
of Jamestown did not ugree with this 
view, however, und soon afterwunl 
commenced the erection of a glass 
w orks, the completion of w hich w as In- 
terrupted by the Indian massacre of 
1022. The first gluss factory lu North 
America to attempt the Industry on an 
ambitious scule wus Iruilt In 1780, ut 
Temple, N. Jl., by Robert Hewes of 
Boston. The workmen, 82 in number, 
were German deserters from the Brit- 
ish army. The carelessness of a work- 
man caused the destruction of the 
plant by fire In 1LS1. In 1808 a gluss 
factory wus established in Boston, und 
since that time the industry bus flour- 
ished.

viction, as punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment. While in law the same 
rule might be applied to household- 
ers, the Food Administration proposes 
to rest upon the honor and co-opera- 
tion of the householders not to hold 
more than a thirty day supply upon 
the basis of three pounds per person 
in the household. 

In addition to giving the quantities 
on hand, the statements w’hich will 
be required from dealers and manu- 
facturers in the above groups will 
give the following further information 
upon honor. In the case of Group A 
— that is, candy makers, soft drinks, 
et cetera, must show’ the amount of 
sugar used during the months of July, 
August and September, 1917, and cer- 
tificates will, if the statements are 
corTect, be based upon 50 per cent, of 
such average use. Ice cream makers 
will be entitled to 75 per cent. A cer- 
tificate w’ill be issued separately for 
each month’s purchases. 

Group B — that is. commercial can- 
ners, et cetera, will be given certifi- 
cates for their necessary require- 
ments. 

Group C — that is. public eating- 
places, will be issued certificates upon 
the basis of three pounds for each 
ninety meals served. This includes 
all public-eating-place users of sugar. 

Group D — that is, bakers — will re- 
ceive certificates for 70 per cent, of 
the average amount used during July, 
August and September, 1917, or alter- 
nately 75 percent, of that used in the 
month of June, 1918. 

Group E — thut is, retail stores, will 
receive for July purchases certificates 
based upon the average of sugar sold 
during the combined three montlis, 
April, May and June, 1918, Retailers 
must not sell sugur to any of the 
other groups, that is, to no one except 
householders, without taking up the 
certificates of such persons. They 
must not sell more than two pounds at 
any one time to any town customer 
or more than 5 pounds at any one 
time to any country customer. The 
latter may, however, be varied by the 
locul Administration to persons re- 
mote from town. The retailer will 
do his best not to sell more thun 
three pounds per person per month 
to householders, whose co-operation 
with the retailer is earnestly sought. 

Hetuilers may, as at present, sell 
25 pounds of sugar to any one house- 
holder for home canning upon the 
householder’s certifying that he has 
not bought elsewhere und agreeing 
to return any balance unused for this 
purpose. The householder cap obtain 
more than 25 pounds upon approval of 
local Administration, if supplies are 
available. 

It will be seen by this that there 
is no direct rationing of the house- 
holder. It would cost the govern- 
ment $5,000,000 to put the householder 
on a ration card, and will take the 
services of 100,000 people to carry it 
out. We cannot afford the lubor or 
money, und if householdres will co- 
operate it can bo avoided. 

No wholesaler or refiner can sell 
any sugur whatsoever unless lit re- 
ceives the certificate ubove mentioned. 
Any person in the ubove five groups 
who does not file bis statement will 
receive no sugar during the wur, and 
action will at once be taken against 
uny sugar whatsoever uuless ho re- 
excess of thirty days’ supply, und lie 
will be charged with hoarding. We 
ask the co-operation of all trades in 
our purpose, that is simply to secure 
justice in distribution.
